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WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama has been deeply grieved 
by the tragic death of our former colleague and beloved friend, Roland 
Cooper, on April 30, 1977, at the age of 63; and 


WHEREAS, Roland Cooper, son of Mr. and Mrs. W. R. Cooper, was 
born and reared on a farm in Robertsdale, Alabama, was educated in the 
public schools of Baldwin County and moved to Camden in 1935 while 
employed by the State Highway Department; he later was a cattle farmer 
and had been the owner of an automobile dealership since 1945; and 


WHEREAS, he was a prominent and powerful figure in local, county 
and state politics having served for two terms as mayor of Camden, was 
a delegate to the 1952 Democratic National Convention and was elected 
to five terms in the Senate, resigning during his fifth term to accept 
Governor George Wallace’s appointment as Probate Judge of Wilcox 
County; during his tenure in the Senate, he served as chairman of 
numerous important committees, was an acknowledged expert in 
parlimentary procedure, and was three times voted “Most Effective 
Senator” by the press, radio and television reporters; and 


WHEREAS, Judge Cooper was further actively involved in many 
other governmental, business, civic, charitable and religious affairs of his 
community and state, serving as past president of the Alabama Automo- 
bile Dealers Association, past director of the Alabama League of 
Municipalities, as a member of the Board of Trustees of the University of 
South Alabama, and Chairman of the Wilcox Memorial Hospital Board; 
he was a Mason, Shriner, member of the Camden Exchange Club and of 
the Camden Baptist Church; and 


WHEREAS, this Legislature, in its awareness and appreciation of 
Roland Cooper’s many significant and lasting contributions to the State 
of Alabama, desires to pay tribute to this great leader; he will be deeply 
missed and long remembered with love, affection and esteem by his 
family, his many friends, and by all those who were privileged to know 
him; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we do grievously mourn the 
death of our good friend, Roland Cooper, and extend our most heartfelt 
sympathy to the members of his family.

“Improved indexing and recording system” means a system of in-

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Short title. This act shall be known and may be cited as 
the “Alabama Takeover Disclosure Act.” 


Section 2. Findings and declaration of policy. It is hereby de- 
termined and declared as a matter of legislative finding that the economy 
of this state and the welfare of its citizens require legislation providing 
adequate protection for corporations incorporated, or conducting sub- 
stantial business and having substantial assets in this state, their share- 
holders and employees and the public from tender offers made without 
full and fair disclosure of all material information concerning the of- 
ferors, which do not provide adequate time for consideration or which 
are based upon unfair and inequitable terms, 


Section 3. Definitions. As used in this act, the term: 


(a) “Affiliate” with respect to a person Means any person con- 
trolling, controlled by, or under common control with such person, 


(b) “Associate” with respect to a person means any person acting 
jointly or in concert with such person for the purposes of acquiring, hold- 
ing or disposing of, or exercising any voting rights attached to the equity 
securities of an issuer. 


(c) “Commission” means the Alabama Securities Commission, 


(d) “Equity security” means any share or similar security, or any 
security convertible, with or without consideration, into such a security; 
or carrying any warrant or right to subscribe to or purchase such a se- 
curity; or any such warrant or right or any other security which the 
ing or disposing of, or exercising any voting rights attached to the equity 
security pursuant to the Alabama Securities Act or pursuant to any regu- 
lation of the commission. 


(e) “Offeree” means a record or beneficial owner of equity se- 
curities to whom a takeover offer is made or proposed to be made. 


(f) “Offeror’ means a person who makes or participates in any 
way in making a takeover offer. Offeror does not include any bank or 
broker-dealer loaning funds to an offeror in the ordinary course of its 
business, or any bank, broker-dealer, attorney, accountant, consultant, 
employee, or other person furnishing information or advice to or per- 
forming ministerial duties for an offeror, and not otherwise partici- 
pating in the takeover offer. 


_ (g) “Person” means an individual, corporation, association, partner- 
ship, trust or any other entity. 


(h) “Substantial assets” means assets in this state having a book 
value of $5,000,000 or more, or, in the event that the principal place of 
business is in this state but the value of the assets in this state does not 
exceed $5,000,000, assets having a book value exceeding 50 percent of the 
total book value of the assets of the issuer. 


(i) “Substantial business” shall mean either having the principal 
place of business in this state or employing 300 or more persons in this 
state. 
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(j) “Takeover offer’ means the acquisition of or offer to acquire 
any equity security of a target company, pursuant to a tender offer, if 
after the acquisition thereof, the offeror would, together with any af- 
filiate or associate, directly or indirectly, be a beneficial owner of more 
than 5 percent of any class of the outstanding equity securities of the 
target company. “Takeover offer” does not include the following offers 
or the acquisition of equity securities pursuant to such offers: 


(i) an offer to acquire equity securities to be effected by a broker- 
dealer registered with the Securities and Exchange Commission on a stock 
exchange or in the over-the-counter market if the broker performs only 
the customary broker’s function and receives no more than the customary 
broker’s commission, if neither the principal nor the broker solicits or 
arranges for the solicitation of orders to sell such equity securities, and 
if no more than 10 percent of the outstanding equity securities of the 
eel company is acquired in this manner during any twelve-month 
period; 


(ii) an offer made by a dealer for his own account in the ordinary 
course of his business of buying and selling such security; 


(iii) an offer to acquire equity securities of a target company 
which has no more than 100 equity security holders of record or no more 
than $1,000,000 of assets; 


(iv) an offer which, if accepted by all the offerees, will not result 
in the offeror having acquired more than 2 percent of the same class of 
equity securities of the target company within the preceding twelve- 
month period; 


(v) an offer by the issuer to acquire its own equity securities; 


(vi) an offer to which the target company consents, by action of its 
board of directors, if such board of directors has recommended acceptance 
thereof to shareholders; 


(vii) an offer which, if accepted by all offerees, will not result in 
the offeror having acquired equity securities of the issuer from more than 
25 persons within the preceding twelve-month period; for purposes of 
computing the 25 persons for the purpose of this definition any securities 
purchased pursuant to clause (i) of this section not being included; 


(viii) an offer incident to a vote by security holders pursuant to 
the articles of incorporation or the applicable corporate statute or other 
statute governing such person, or pursuant to a partnership agreement, a 
declaration of trust, trust indenture or any agreement among security 
holders on a merger, consolidation, sale of assets in consideration, in 
whole or in part, of the issuance of securities of another person, reclassi- 
fication of securities, or reorganization involving the exchange of se- 
curities, in whole or in part; and 


(ix) an offer which the commission, by regulation or order, shall 
exempt from the definition of “takeover offer” as not being made for 
the purpose of, and not having the effect of, changing or influencing the 
control of the issuer or otherwise as not comprehended within the 
purpose of this act. 


(k) “Target company” means an issuer of securities whose equity 
securities are or are to be the subject of a takeover offer (i) which is 
organized under the laws of this state, or (ii) conducts substantial busi- 
ness and has substantial assets in this state. 
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Section 4. Registration of takeover offers. No offeror shall make 
or consummate a takeover offer unless a registration statement con- 
taining the information required by section 5 of this act shall have be- 
come effective. At least twenty days prior to the making of a takeover 
offer, the offeror shall file with the commission and the target company 
at its principal place of business a registration statement containing the 
information required by section 5 of this act. The twenty-day period 
specified herein shall not commence until the receipt of the registration 
statement by both the commission and the target company. 


Section 5. Contents of registration statement. (a) The registration 
alement required to be filed pursuant to section 4 of this act shall 
include: 


(i) Copies of all prospectuses, brochures, advertisements, circulars, 
letters or other matter by means of which the offeror proposes to disclose 
to the offerees all information material to a decision to accept or reject 
the offer; 


(ii) The identity and background of all persons on whose behalf 
the acquisition of any equity security of the target company has been or 
is to be effected; 


(ii) ‘The source and amount of funds or other consideration used 
or to be used in acquiring any security including a statement describing 
any securities which are being offered in exchange for the equity se- 
curities of the target company; 


(iv) A statement of any plans or proposals which the offeror, upon 
gaining control may have to liquidate the target company, sell all or any 
significant portion of its assets, effect a merger or consolidation of it, or 
make any other major changes in its business, corporate structure, man- 
agement personnel, or policies of employment; 


(v) The number of shares of any equity security of the target 
company of which the offeror is beneficial or record owner or has a 
right to acquire, directly or indirectly, together with the name and 
address of each person defined in this act as an offeror; 


(vi) Particulars as to any contracts, arrangements, or understand- 
ings to which an offeror is party with respect to any equity security of 
the target company, including, without limitation, transfers of any equity 
security, joint ventures, loans or option arrangements, puts and calls, 
guarantees of loan, guarantees against loss, guarantees of profits, division 
of losses or profits, or the giving or withholding of proxies, naming the 
persons with whom such contracts, arrangements, or understandings 
have been entered into; 


(vii) Information on the organization and operations of the offeror, 
including, without limitation, the year of organization, form of or- 
ganization, jurisdiction in which it is organized, a description of each 
class of the offeror’s equity securities and of its long term debt, audited 
financial statements for the current period and for the three most recent 
annual accounting periods, a brief description of the location and general 
character of the principal physical properties of the offeror and its subsi- 
diaries, a description of its employee relations history during the pre- 
ceding five years including strikes and finding of unfair labor practices 
by the national labor relations board, a description of material pending or 
threatened legal or administrative proceedings (other than routine 
litigation) to which the offeror or any of its subsidiaries is a party or of 
which any of their property is the subject, a brief description of the 
business done and projected by the offeror and its subsidiaries and any 
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material changes therein during the past five years, the names and 
residence addresses of all directors and executive officers of the of- 
feror and their principal occupations together with biographical activities 
and affiliations during the past three years. For the purposes of this para- 
graph, legal or administrative proceedings involving antitrust, securities, 
equal cPpORvunity, and environmental matters shal be considered ma- 
terial; an 


(viii) Such other and further documents, exhibits, data and infor- 
mation as may be required by the commission. 


(b) For the purposes of this section, “offeror” should include any 
affiliates or associates of the offeror. 


Section 6. Material change. If any material change occurs in the 
facts set forth in the registration statement required by section 4 of this 
act prior to or during the pendency of any takeover offer, the offeror who 
filed such registration statement shall promptly notify the commission 
and the target company of such change and shall amend the registration 
statement to reflect such change within five days of the change but in no 
event later than two days prior to the purchase of any equity security 
from any offeree. 


Section 7. Filing of solicitation materials. Copies of all prospectuses, 
brochures, advertisements, circulars, letter or other materials published 
by the offeror or the target company, soliciting or requesting the ac- 
ceptance or rejection of the takeover offer, shall be filed with the com- 
mission and sent to the target company or offeror, as the case may be, 
not later than the time copies of such solicitation materials are first 
published or used or sent to offerees if not previously filed with the 
commission and mailed to the target company or offeror. The commission 
may prohibit the use of any solicitation materials deemed false or mis- 
leading. 


Section 8. Schedule of public hearing. Within fifteen days of the 
filing of a registration statement pursuant to section 4, the commission 
may, upon its own initiative, and shall, at the request of the target com- 
pany, any of its shareholders or the collective bargaining representative 
of its employees within this state, schedule a public hearing or hearings 
and conduct such investigation as it deems necessary concerning any 
takeover offer for the purpose of determining compliance with the re- 
quirements of this act, and whether the takeover offer provides full and 
fair disclosures to offerees of all material information concerning the 
offer and offeror, including the filing of a complete and accurate 
registration statement, and whether the terms of the offer are fair and 
equitable. Any person requesting a public hearing pursuant to this 
section shall pay to the commission at the time of such request a hearing 
fee in the amount of $2500. An initial hearing shall commence within 
forty days of the filing of a registration statement. 


Section 9. Prohibition of takeover offer. (a) In the event the com- 
mission shall schedule a public hearing or hearings or otherwise con- 
duct an investigation pursuant to section 8, the commission shall issue an 
order prohibiting an offeror from making or continuing with any take- 
over offer. Every person shall comply with every such order. 


(b) If the commission does not issue an order as provided for in 
subsection (a) of this section, the registration statement shall become 
effective twenty days after its filing as provided for herein. 


(c) Within thiry days of the completion of a hearing or hearings 
held pursuant to section 8, or the conclusion of its investigation con- 
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ducted pursuant to such section, the commission shall determine whether 
the requirements of this act have been met, and shall issue an order 
containing its conclusions and the reasons therefor. If the requirements 
of this act have been met, such order shall authorize the making or 
continuation of the takeover offer. If the commission finds the require- 
ments of this act have not been met, it shall by order prohibit the making 
or continuation of any takeover offer until such time as full compliance 
has been accomplished. 


Section 10. Appeal. Any person aggrieved by the failure of the 
commission to commence an investigation or order a hearing or by a 
final order of the commission prohibiting the continuation of a takeover 
offer, which order has been in effect for in excess of sixty days, may 
petition the Supreme Court of Alabama for review of the commission’s 
inaction or order. The filing of a petition for review of the commission’s 
inaction shall stay the effective date of the registration statement for ten 
days. Such stay may be further extended by order of a Justice of the 
Supreme Court. 


Section 11. Fraudulent, deceptive or manipulative practices. No 
person shall make any untrue statement of a material fact or omit to 
state any material fact necessary in order to make the statements made, 
in the light of the circumstances under which they are made, not mis- 
leading or engage in any fraudulent, deceptive or manipulative acts or 
practices, in connection with any takeover offer, or any solicitation of 
security holders in opposition to or in favor of any such takeover offer. 
Fraudulent, deceptive or manipulative acts or practices include without 
limitation the making of a tender offer upon unfair or inequitable terms 
and those acts and practices proscribed by rules and regulations promul- 
gated by the commission. 


Section 12. Enforcement. In administering and enforcing the pro- 
visions of this act, the commission and the courts of this state shall 
possess all the powers of Sections 42 and 43 of the Alabama Securities 
Act. 


Section 13. Violations - penalties. (a) Every person who willfully 
violates any provision of this act, or any order, rule or regulation issued 
pursuant thereto, shall be fined not more than $5,000 or imprisoned not 
more than three years or both. No prosecution may be commenced under 
this act more than five years after the violation. 


(b) It shall be the duty of the commission and the attorney general 
to see that this act is at all times obeyed and to take such measures and 
to make such investigations as will prevent or detect the violation of any 
provision thereof. The commission shall at once lay before the district 
attorney of the proper county any evidence which shall come to its 
knowledge of criminality under this act. In the event of the neglect or 
refusal of the district attorney to institute and prosecute such violation, 
the commission shall submit such evidence to the attorney general, who 
is hereby authorized to proceed therein with all the rights, privileges, 
and powers conferred by law upon district or court attorneys, including 
the power to appear before grand juries and to interrogate witnesses 
before such grand juries. 


(c) In proceeding under this act, scienter need not be alleged and 
proved in prosecutions involving the making of a takeover offer as to 
which a registration statement is not effective. 


Section 14. Civil liabilities. (a) Any offeror who purchases an 
equity security in connection with a takeover offer in violation of this 
act, shall be liable to the offeree who may sue either at law or in equity. 
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In an action for rescission, the offeree shall be entitled to recover the 
security, plus any income received by the offeror thereupon, upon tender 
of the consideration received. Tender requires only notice of willingness 
to pay the amount specified in exchange for the security. Any notice may 
be given by service as in civil actions or by certified mail to the last 
known address of the person liable. In the offeror no longer owns the 
security, damages are the excess of either the value of the security on 
the date of purchase or its present value, whichever is greater, over the 
present value of the consideration received for the security. 


(b) Every person who directly controls a person liable under 
subsection (a) every partner, principal executive officer or director of 
such person, every person occupying a similar status or performing 
similar functions, every employee of such person who materially aids in 
the act or transaction constituting the violation, and every broker- 
dealer or agent who materially aids in the act or transaction constituting 
the violation, is also liable jointly and severally with and to the same 
extent as such person, unless the person who would otherwise be so 
liable proves that he did not know and in the exercise of reasonable 
care could not have known, of the existence of the facts by reason of 
which the liability is alleged to exist. There is contribution as in cases 
of contract among the several person so liable. 


(c) No action may be maintained under this section unless com- 
menced before the expiration of two years after the act or transaction 
constituting the violation or the expiration of one year after the dis- 
covery of the facts constituting the violation, whichever first expires. 


(d) The rights and remedies under this section are in addition to 
any other rights or remedies that may exist at law or in equity. 


Section 15. Administration. (a) This act shall be administered by 
the commission and such employees as designated by it. The commission 
is hereby empowered to promulgate, alter, amend or revoke rules and 
regulations necessary to carry out the purposes of this act. 


(b) The commission may establish fees for the filing of any registra- 
tion statement, not to exceed one thousand five hundred dollars, to re- 
cover the costs of administering this act. Such fees may vary according 
to the maximum consideration payable by the offeror for the equity 
securities which are the subject of the takeover offer. 


Section 16. Designation of commission for service. 


(a) Every nonresident offeror, except a foreign corporation which 
has appointed and keeps a resident agent in this state, shall be deemed 
to have appointed the commission his agent upon whom may be served 
any lawful process authorized by this act, with the same effect as though 
served upon the offeror personally. 


(b) Service of process pursuant to this section shall be ac- 
complished by leaving a copy of the process in the office of the com- 
mission, but it shall not be effective unless notice of the service and a 
copy of the process is sent by registered mail to the nonresident offeror 
served, at his last known address. 


Section 17. Exclusions. This act shall not apply when: 


(a) The offeror or the target company is a public utility or a public 
utility holding company as defined in section two of the “Public Utility 
Holding Company Act of 1935”, (49 Stat. 803, 15 U.S.C. 79), as amended, 
and the takeover offer is subject to approval by the appropriate federal 
agency as provided in such act; 
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(b) The offeror or the target company is a bank or a bank holding 
company as subject to the “Bank Holding Company Act of 1956”, (70 
Stat. 133, 12 U.S.C. 1841), and subsequent amendments thereto, and the 
takeover offer is subject to approval by the appropriate federal agency 
as provided in such act; 


(c) The offeror or the target company is a savings and loan hold- 
ing company as defined in section two of the “Savings and Loan Holding 
Company Amendments of 1967”, (82 Stat. 5, 12 U.S.C. 1730A), as amend- 
ed, and the takeover offer is subject to approval by the appropriate 
federal agency as provided in such act; and 


(d) The offeror and the target company are banks and the offer is 
part of a merger transaction subject to approval by appropriate federal 
supervisory authorities, 


Section 18. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 19. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 20. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 


a law.

“(b) No blasting shall be performed after sunset or before sunrise 
except as may be required to comply with the rules, regulations and 
standards prescribed in Paragraph (a) above, or such other rules and 
regulations as may be adopted hereunder. 


“(c) The Commission shall adopt rules for detonating explosives 
within three hundred (300) feet of occupied or usable buildings or 
dwellings in order to prevent injury to persons and property. In adopting 
the rules, the Commission shall consider the type and amount of ex- 
plosive required relative to the geology of the area, and all related 
factors including acceptable practices in the industry. 


“(c) The Commission shall adopt rules for detonating explosives. 
In adopting the rules, the Commission shall consider the type and amount 
of explosives required, acceptable industry practices, and other such 
factors as to provide ample notification to persons in buildings and dwell- 
ings near the blasting cite, minimum setbacks from occupied buildings 
and dwellings and public highways, and other such factors.”

anesthesia or within twenty-four hours following anesthesia or any other 
diagnostic or therapeutic procedure, (1) in any prison or penal institution, 
(m) when in police custody, (n) when a body is to be cremated, dis- 
sected or buried at sea, (0) unclaimed bodies ,and (p) when a dead body 
is brought into this State without proper medical certification; that in 
investigating a death under Section 167, a Coroner/Medical Examiner 
shall be authorized to take charge of the dead body, to investigate the

TO CREATE AND PROVIDE FOR A CONTINUING INTERIM TAX 
STRUCTURE COMMITTEE: 
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WHEREAS, there is great need for a continuing and on-going study 
of the various and diverse taxes levied by the State of Alabama and the 
revenues they produce; and 


WHEREAS, such a continuous study is absolutely essential to study, 
sift, digest and ‘disseminate this vital information to the members of the 
Alabama Legislature; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created a tax 
structure committee which shall be a continuous and on-going interim 
committee of the Alabama Legislature. Said committee shall meet dur- 
ing the interim between regular and special sessions and at such times 
during the sessions as are deemed necessary to conduct a careful in- 
vestigation and study of the financial condition of the State, the needs for 
tax revenues by the various agencies and programs of the State and the 
revenues produced by the many and varied taxes levied by the State of 
Alabama. The committee shall report its findings to the Alabama 
Legislature in both oral and written reports from time to time as they 
deem wise and necessary. 


The committee shall be composed of four members of the House 
and three members of the Senate to be chosen by the presiding officer of 
their respective houses and the chairman of the Senate standing commit- 
tee on finance and taxation and chairman of the House standing commit- 
tee on ways and means who shall serve on the committee ex officio. The 
committee shall hold an organizational meeting and shall establish its 
shld for procedure and conduct and shall choose its chairman and vice 
chairman. 


The chairman of the committee, or in his absence the vice chairman, 
shall set the schedule and program for committee work. He shall fix the 
days and hours of meetings and of conducting hearings and examining 
witnesses who appear before the committee. He may appoint subcom- 
mittees and invest them with such authority as it is deemed necessary 
to conduct the subcommittee’s business and expedite its work. The 
Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk of the House shall furnish clerical 
assistance and staff as may be required by the chairman of the com- 
mittee. 


The members of the committee shall be paid the same compensation, 
per diem and expenses as they receive while in legislative session on 
those days when they meet or when they attend to the business of the 
committee. Each committee member shall receive mileage expenses for 
the actual mileage traveled on the business of the committee. The pay- 
ment of all compensation and expenses under this resolution shall be 
paid from funds appropriated to the use of the Legislature; provided, 
however, that such expenses shall not exceed $15,000.00 for each fiscal 
year.

SUBSTITUTE OFFERED 
Mr. Crowe offered the following substitute to the bill, S. 638: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for a supplemental salary for the circuit judges and the 
District Attorney of the Fourteenth Judicial Circuit; to be paid by the 
county comprising such circuit, to fix the amount and method of payment 
of such salary; and to provide that no retirement contributions shall be 
deducted from the District Attorney’s supplemental salary. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. In addition to the salary paid to each of the circuit 
judges of the Fourteenth Judicial Circuit by the state there shall also 
be paid to each of said judges a supplemental salary in a sum equal to 
one-third (4%) of the salary paid each of said judges by the State of 
Alabama. Such supplemental salary shall be paid out of the general 
fund of the county in equal monthly installments at the same time and 
in the same manner that the salaries of other county employees are paid. 
The supplemental salary herein provided for shall be in lieu of any other 
supplemental salary or expense allowance heretofore provided for by law 
to be paid by the county comprising such circuit. 


Section 2. In addition to the salary paid to the District Attorney of 
the Fourteenth Judicial Circuit by the state there shall also be paid to 
the said district attorney a supplemental salary in a sum equal to one- 
fourth (4%) of the salary paid to said District Attorney by the State of 
Alabama. Such supplemental salary shall be paid out of the general fund 
of the county comprising such circuit in equal monthly installments at the 
same time and in the same manner that the salaries of other county 
employees are paid and no retirement contributions shall be deducted 
from such supplemental salary.

“(c) The Commission shall adopt rules for detonating explosives 
within three hundred (300) feet of occupied or usable buildings or 
dwellings in order to prevent injury to persons and property. In adopting 
the rules, the Commission shall consider the type and amount of ex- 
plosive required relative to the geology of the area, and all related fac- 
tors including acceptable practices in the industry. 


“(c) The Commission shall adopt rules for detonating explosives. 
In adopting the rules, the Commission shall consider the type and amount 
of explosives required, acceptable industry practices, and other such 
factors as to provide ample notification to persons in buildings and 
dwellings near the blasting site, minimum setbacks from occupied build- 
ings and dwellings and public highways, and other such factors.”

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby appropriated, for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1978 and 
for the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of 
Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 7, inclusive. 
For the purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, 
amounts are shown by programmatic area and the total for all programs 
are shown so as to include estimated sources of funds other than the 
appropriation made in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the 
purpose of this Act, the following definitions shall be applicable: (a) 
“Capital Improvements” shall include all expenditures for the purchase 
of land, buildings, and renovations; (b) “Equipment Purchases” shall 
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mean those items of office equipment, and other equipment which have 
an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year; 
(c) “Automotive Equipment Purchases” shall mean those items of motor 
vehicle equipment only and the money appropriated therefor shall be 
expended only for such purposes.

The Minimum Program Fund, which in accordance with the statutes 
and regulations of the State Board of Education relating to the expendi- 
ture of such fund, shall be used for providing a minimum term and for 
the equalization of educational opportunity in the public schools of the 
State. Provided further, that in no case shall a term of less than nine 
months in tax districts be approved, except that the State Board of Edu- 
cation, upon the recommendation of the State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation shall be authorized to make full allotments of funds to any school 
system for the time actually taught, if in the judgement of the State 
Superintendent of Education and the State Board of Education unusual 
conditions beyond the control of the local Board of Education in any 
school are such as to prevent the operation of that school for the required 
nine months minimum term; provided further, that the amount herein 
appropriated for the Minimum Program Fund shall include all monies 
earmarked for public school teachers’ salaries as provided in the Income 
Tax Amendment ratified on the 26th day of August, 1947. The Minimum 
Program Fund shall also include any other appropriations of funds 
either State or Federal, which may be designed by the Legislature as a 
part of the Minimum Program Fund. 


(bb) TEACHER UNITS 
(1) Special Education 


Of.the total teacher units provided for exceptional children, twenty- 
five (25) may be used in early education programs for exceptional chil- 
dren and twenty-five (25) may be used in regional multi-systems, and/or 
state-wide programs for exceptional children. 
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All special education units other than the early childhood and multi- 
system units, and units to reduce the number of pupils in grades 1-6 
shall be allocated to local school systems of the basis of enrollment. 
Units earned by a system on this basis which are not used by such system 
may not be reallocated to other systems except those units necessary to 
guarantee school systems not less than the number of units allocated to 
them during the 1976-77 school year. 


In addition to the three thousand two hundred fifty (3250) special 
education units now provided through the minimum program, there is 
hereby provided in the amount appropriated in Section 3, A, 16, (aa) the 
sum of fifteen million dollars ($15,000,000) to be used in the area of 
special education.* These funds shall be allocated by the State Board 
of Education on a formula recommended by the State Superintendent of 
Education and his staff and approved by the State Board of Education. 
Each local board of education shall submit a proposal to the State 
Superintendent of Education for the use of funds allocated to its system 
which must be approved by the State Board of Education before such 
funds are disbursed. The proposals may include any or all of the follow- 
ing, but not limited to: (1) Additional teachers, (2) Teacher Aides, 
(3) Materials, supplies and instructional equipment, (4) Modifications 
and ae of buildings (including eliminations of architectural 

arriers). 


Job descriptions and qualifications of teacher aides shall be ap- 
proved by the State Board of Education. Also, none of the teacher unit 
positions may be filled by teachers not certified as qualified Special 
Education teachers. 


The State Department of Education shall monitor programs to assure 
that the purposes for which these funds are provided are carried out on 
the approved plan. 


(2) Kindergarten 


Two hundred (200) kindergarten units are herewith provided for 
the phasing in of the kindergarten program. During the specified fiscal 
year, the number of units shall be allocated to local boards of education 
so that the number of kindergarten teacher units will be at least equal 
to the number received by the respective local school boards during the 
preceding fiscal year. Thereafter, each local board shall receive at least 
one kindergarten teacher unit. In addition thereto, all local school 
boards shall receive all kindergarten teacher units now supplied by 
federal funds if these programs continue to be federally funded. 


(3) Support Teachers 


It is provided that in addition to all units earned by the local school 
system under the Minimum Program Fund calculation one (1) extra unit 
or fraction thereof shall be awarded for each aggregate of fifteen (15) 
units or fraction thereof earned in said Minimum Program Fund calcula- 
tion on regular units. The local school system shall assign to each school 
within the system at least the number of teacher units earned by that 
school using the Minimum Program Fund calculation and the additional 
units earned through the one (1) to fifteen (15) ratio as set forth herein. 
No school system may reduce the amount of money expended from local 


*The funds to provide for this program are included under the pro- 
grammatic appropriations of Section 3, A, 16, (aa) Minimum Program 
and the wording in this section(bb) is for explanation purposes only 
and is not intended to be construed to be a second funding. 
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funds for teachers during the school year 1976-77 except in instances 
where all schools within the system are accredited or have met every 
requirement of accreditation with respect to teacher/pupil ratios. The 
local school system shall furnish the State Department of Education and 
the Education Study Commission such information as may be necessary 
to determine that the provisions of this section have been implemented. 
These agencies shall jointly report to the State Board of Education the 
implementation of the above provisions by December 31, 1977, and to the 
Legislature by the first legislative day of the next regular session. 


In addition to the regular units allocated in the Minimum Program, 
the same number of teacher units as provided for the school year 1976-77, 
six hundred fifty (650) are provided for the reduction of the class size 
in grades 1-6. The Alabama Education Study Commission and the State 
Department of Education shall have the authority to insure that the intent 
of the Legislature is implemented. 


(4) Driver Education 


The five hundred (500) teacher units provided in Act No. 197, 
Regular Session, 1976, Section, 3, G, are herewith transferred to the 
Minimum Program and shall be allocated according to a formula pro- 
vided by the State Department of Education. The same benefits provided 
se other aan program units shall be provided for the driver edu- 
cation units. 


(cc) INSTRUCTIONAL SUPPLIES AND MATERIALS 


Two hundred and fifty dollars ($250) per teacher unit for grades 
K-6 and three hundred dollars ($300) per teacher unit for grades 7-12 is 
hereinabove appropriated to the State Board of Education for all teachers 
employed (except ESEA Title I, Title III, and Title IV teachers and ESAA 
teachers) and shall be allocated to each county and city board of educa- 
tion for the purchase of instructional supplies, materials, and equipment, 
excluding furniture and fixtures. From these funds appropriated from 
the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, each local county and city 
board of education shall allocate to the schools in their respective sys- 
tems an amount as set forth hereinabove for each teacher unit in such 
school. The faculty and principal of each school shall cooperatively 
develop and recommend to the superintendent the amount to be allocated 
to each teacher for the operation of the instructional program within the 
school. Each teacher shall be allocated directly at least one hundred and 
fifty dollars ($150) or an amount not less than that teacher received in 
the preceding fiscal year, whichever is greater, to be encumbered directly 
by the teacher for materials and supplies for that teacher’s students; 
provided, however, any teacher may sign a waiver releasing said funds 
for joint purchases within his respective school. No Board of Education 
shall withhold from any teacher or any school any funds to which they 
are entitled under the provisions of this Act. The local school board shall 
approve or disapprove requisitions for purchases from these funds and 
shall issue purchase orders and handle all financial transactions in com- 
pliance with this section. It is the intent of the legislature that no fees 
shall be collected in the future in courses required for graduation. In 
non-required courses local school boards may set reasonable fees for 
courses requiring laboratory and shop materials and equipment; pro- 
vided however, such fees shall be waived for students who cannot afford 
to pay the fees. This section shall not be construed to prohibit community 
groups or clubs from fund raising activities; provided, however, that 
students shall not be required to participate in such fund raising activities. 
Any funds provided herein not expended during the fiscal year shall 
revert to the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 
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(dd) PERSONAL LEAVE 


_. The appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Program pro- 
vides for two (2) days personal leave at $17.00 per teacher unit for each 
teacher earned under the Minimum Program formula to be granted upon 
request of the teacher and administered by the State Board of Education 
and by local school boards under procedures governing sick leave for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1978. 


(ee) HOSPITAL-MEDICAL INSURANCE 


Of the appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Program, 
there is hereby appropriated the sum of two hundred forty-seven dollars 
and twenty cents ($247.20) per annum per teacher, administrative, or 
supervisory unit as located under the Minimum Program, Vocational 
Education Program and any other units paid from State or local funds to 
provide hospital-medical insurance assistance. 


Provided further that any professional employee eligible for hospital- 
medical assistance who may be subject to coordination of benefits be- 
cause of their coverage for hospital-medical assistance by carrier other 
than those selected under this act, be protected from such coordination 
of benefits to the extent provided by regulation No. 56 of Alabama De- 
partment of Insurance. It being the intent of this appropriation to pro- 
vide hospital-medical insurance assistance to those qualified professional 
employees in the amount set forth in this appropriation and such in- 
surance coverage not to be subject to coordination of benefits. 


The funds hereinabove shall be made available to local boards of 
education with a majority of the local participating professional em- 
ployees selecting the plan(s) and the carrier(s) of the hospital-medical 
insurance in that system. Any funds not used in the fiscal year shall 
revert to the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


(ff) SALARY 
(1) Certificated Personnel 


It is provided that from the appropriation hereinabove made the 
State Board of Education shall provide beginning with the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1978, that in addition to all salary now received 
and all local increments due, all teachers under the Minimum Program 
shall receive salary increases as follows: Teachers holding Rank “AA” 
certificates not less than one thousand three hundred sixty dollars 
($1,360) per annum; Rank I teachers not less than one thousand two 
hundred forty-five dollars ($1,245) per annum; Rank II teachers not 
less than one thousand one hundred thirty dollars ($1,130) per annum; 
Rank III teachers not less than one thousand fifteen dollars 1, 015) per 
annum; Rank IV teachers not less than nine hundred dollars ($900) per 
annum. These increases are for teachers with one hundred eighty-day 
contracts. Additional pro rata salary increases shall be granted for 
teachers whose contracts extend beyond one hundred eighty days. All 
teachers employed from funds other than the Minimum Program shall 
receive equal compensation based upon the rank of certificate. Any 
county or city board of education failing to comply herewith shall not be 
entitled to share in the Minimum Program. 


(2) Support Personnel 


All full-time employees of city and county boards of education and 
all full-time employees in the schools under their jurisdiction with the 
exception of those persons listed on the official Teachers’ Institute List 
shall receive a salary increase of not less than five hundred dollars 
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($500) per annum. All adult school bus drivers (including teachers who 
drive buses) shall receive a salary increase of not less than five hundred 
($500) per annum and all student school bus drivers shall receive a salary 
increase of not less than three hundred dollars ($300) per annum and 
any county or city board of education failing to comply herewith shall 
not be entitled to share in the Minimum Program Fund. 


(3) Lunchroom Workers 


Of the amount appropriated in Section 3, A, 16, (aa) to the State 
Board of Education for distribution to local boards the sum of three 
million eight hundred seventy-three thousand five hundred dollars 
($3,873,500), is allocated for disbursement to local boards of education to 
provide an increase of five hundred dollars ($500) to each lunchroom 
worker in the public schools of the state. 


(gg) SICK LEAVE FOR SUPPORT PERSONNEL 


The $800,000 appropriated in Section 3, A, 16( (aa) is to provide 
sick leave for all bus drivers, cafeteria workers and all other full-time, 
non-certificated personnel employed by city and county boards of educa- 
tion and the schools under their jurisdiction and for the Alabama In- 
stitute for Deaf and Blind. The boards of control of city and county 
school systems and the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind shall provide 
for the payment for all bus drivers, cafeteria workers and all other full- 
time support personnel who are non-certificated educational employees 
for absences resulting from sickness, accidents or some other unavoidable 
cause which prevents such employee from seeped gion his/her duties, and

No reimbursement shall be paid to any local 
school board or to the Board of the Alabama Institute for Deaf and 
Blind unless a substitute has been hired and paid in the absence of any 
employee who is entitled to sick leave as provided herein.

Sick leave days shall be paid at the rate of not more than $17.00 
per day. The salary allotment shall be made in accordance with the 
schedule set out hereinabove. 


The above appropriation contained in sub-section (a) Local Boards 
shall include an allotment for transportation in accordance with the 
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formula adopted by the State Board of Education for the distribution of 
the funds to be used for transportation purposes but shall not exceed 
the sum of $26,066,490.

Also each certificated employee shall be allowed two hundred 
forty seven dollars and twenty cents ($247.20) to provide hospital- 
medical insurance assistance. A majority of the participating professional 
employees shall select the plan (s) and the carrier (s) of the hospital- 
medical insurance. 


Of the appropriation above three hundred dollars ($300) per teacher 
unit for grades K-12 is allocated for all teachers employed (except ESEA

:H:' 643. To. authorize the State of Alabama to levy and. collect, in 
addition. to all other taxes heretofore imposed by law, an excise. and 
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privilege tax on every person severing coal, bauxite, or lignite within 
the State of Alabama; to provide that the proceeds collected therefrom 
be deposited with the Department of Revenue and that thereafter (1) 
a portion of said tax be distributed to the governing body of the county 
within which such severance occurred; (2) a portion of said tax be 
distributed to the governing body of the municipality within the police 
jurisdiction or municipal limits of which such severance occurred in 
an amount based on the tax collected on the severance of coal, bauxite, 
or lignite within such police jurisdiction or municipal limits; to establish 
procedures for the distribution of such funds by the Department of 
Revenue; to authorize the Department of Revenue or its authorized 
agents to inspect the relevant books of each person severing coal, bauxite,

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the establishment of a merit system for certain 
county and municipal law enforcement officers in Escambia County, 
Alabama, and a merit system board governing the removal and official 
conduct of such officers; defining violations of the act; imposing penal- 
ties for violations; and repealing conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The provisions of this act shall be applicable to all 
county law enforcement officers in Escambia County, Alabama, and 
to all municipal law enforcement officers of all municipalities in such 
county, except those municipalities whose governing bodies, within 
thirty days after the effective date of this act, elect that such city 
shall not be covered by this act. Any municipal governing body making 
such an election shall immediately file a notice thereof with the Escam- 
bia County Commission; and thereafter this act shall not apply to such 
municipality’s law enforcement officers. 


Section 2. As used in this act, unless the context clearly requires 
a different meaning: “county” means Escambia County, Alabama; “em- 
ployee” means any law enforcement officer who is employed either by 
the county or by an incorporated municipality within the county unless 
such municipality has elected not to be covered by this act; “law enforce- 
ment officer” shall mean and include a policeman, policewoman, detec- 
tive and other officials who have authority to make arrests, and who 
are employed by the county or an incorporated municipality within the 
county as a permanent or regular employee for and subject to law en- 
forcement duties; “merit employee” means any such employee who 
shall have completed his six months of probationary employment; 
“board” means the merit system board created by this act; “appointing 
authority” means in the case of employees in the offices of the elected 
officials of the municipality or county, such elected officials, and means, 
in the case of all other municipal or county employees, the municipal or 
county governing body, or the municipal or county board or other agency 
supervising their work. 


Section 3. The provisions of this act shall apply to all law enforce- 
ment officers in the service of Escambia County or any incorporated 
municipality therein except those municipalities which have elected 
not to be covered by this act and have filed notice of such election as 
prescribed in Section 1 of this act, except: (a) persons holding elective 
offices; (b) members of appointive boards, commissions, and committees; 
(c) independent contractors; and (d) any person whose employment is 
ee to the approval of the United States government or any agency 
thereof. 


Section 4. All employees to whom the provisions of this act apply 
shall be governed by merit system rules and regulations prescribed in 
or promulgated pursuant to this act, administered by the merit system 
board, the creation of which is provided for in Section 5 hereof. Present 
such employees shall remain in their respective employments during 
good behavior; but nothing herein shall be construed to prevent or pre- 
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clude the removal of such an employee for cause in the manner herein- 
after provided; and such employees shall be subject fully to the pro- 
visions of this act. 


Section 5. There is hereby created the law enforcement officers 
merit system board of Escambia County, Alabama, which shall be com- 
posed of three members appointed by the Escambia County Commission. 
The following groups shall each submit the names of three nominees 
to said Commission: 


1. All law enforcement employees of the several incorporated 
municipalities in Escambia County, except those municipalities in 
which this act does not apply. 


2. All law enforcement employees of the Escambia County sheriff’s 
department and all law enforcement employees of boards, agencies or 
elected officials of Escambia County. 


3. The County Commission. 


Original appointees shall serve for terms of two (2) years, four 
(4) years and six (6) years, respectively, or until their successors are 
appointed. Thereafter, all appointees shall serve for a period of six 
(6) years or until their successors are appointed. Initial terms of office 
shall be determined by drawing names after nominees have been ap- 
pointed. No person shall be appointed to the board who is not a resi- 
dent and qualified elector of Escambia County and over the age of 
twenty-one years. 


Members of the board shall take the constitutional oath of office, 
which shall be filed in the office of the probate judge. Vacancies on 
the board shall be filled for the unexpired term of the vacant position 
in the same manner as original appointments. The county commission 
shall have power to establish rules and regulations governing the re- 
moval of members of the board. The board members shall elect a chair- 
man and secretary from among their number. Any members of the 
board who becomes a candidate or is elected or appointed to another 
public office of profit, vacates his office as a member of the board. 


Section 6. Each member of the board shall be paid a salary to be 
set by the Escambia County Commission. 


Section 7. The board shall fix the times for its regular meetings; 
and it may hold special, adjourned or call meetings at any time. A 
majority of the board members shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of business. All meetings of the board shall be held in the 
Escambia County courthouse. The board may prescribe rules governing 
its procedure not inconsistent with the provisions of this act. 


Section 8. The board shall keep complete minutes of its meetings 
and a record of all business transacted by it. Its records, except those 
which the rules of the board require to be held confidential for reasons 
of public policy, shall be open for inspection by any resident of the 
county during regular business hours at the county courthouse. 


Section 9. The board shall have power to: (1) classify the different 
types of services to be performed in the service of the county; (2) pre- 
scribe qualifications, including those of education, training and ex- 
perience for the appointees and incumbents of each class; and (3) al- 
locate each position in the service to its proper class. 


The salary to be paid in each classification shall be determined by 
the Escambia County Commission. 
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Section 10. All appointments, other than temporary appointments, 
shall be probationary for six months from the date of appointment. A 
probationary employee may be discharged by his appointing authority 
at his or its pleasure at any time before the expiration of six months 
from his appointment. After he shall have served for six months in 
the position to which he was appointed or employed such employee shall 
become a merit employee. 


Section 11. An appointing authority, shall have authority to sus- 
pend without pay a merit employee for any personal misconduct, or 
fact, affecting or concerning his fitness or ability to perform his duties 
in the public interest. In the event a merit employee is suspended 
without pay for more than thirty days in any one year, he shall be 
entitled to a public hearing by the merit system board upon written 
demand filed within five days from the date of the order of suspen- 
sion. If, after hearing the board, determines that the action of the ap- 
pointing authority was not with good cause, the suspension shall be 
revoked. 


Section 12, a) The governing body of the municipality or county, 
any member of such governing body, or the head of any department or 
office of such municipality or county can remove, discharge, or demote 
any merit employee who is directly under such governing body, mem- 
ber thereof, or department head, provided that within five days a report 
in writing of such action is made to the board, giving the reason for 
such removal, discharge or demotion. The employee shall have ten days 
from the time of notification of his discharge, removal, or demotion in 
which to appeal to the board. If such appeal be filed, the board shall 
thereupon order the charges or complaint to be filed forthwith in writ- 
ing, if not already filed, and shall hold a hearing de novo on such 
charges. No merit employee shall be removed, discharged or demoted 
except for some personal misconduct or fact rendering his further tenure 
harmful to the public interest, or for some cause affecting or concern- 
ing his fitness or ability; and if such removal, discharge or demotion 
is appealed to the board, then the same will become final only upon af- 
firmation by the board after a hearing upon written charges or com- 
plaint has been had and after an opportunity has been given such em- 
ployee to face his accusers and be heard in his own defense. Pending 
a hearing on said appeal, the affected employee may be suspended; and 
after such hearing the board may order said employee reinstated, de- 
moted, removed, discharged, or suspended, or take such other disciplin- 
ary action as in their judgment is warranted by the evidence and under 
the law. In all cases the decision of the board shall be reduced to writ- 
ing and entered in the record of the case and shall include the board’s 
finding of facts upon which its decision is based. In all proceedings 
before the board, the county attorney shall appear and prosecute all 
charges instituted by the municipal or county governing body or any 
member thereof or by any department head, when requested or directed 
to do so by such municipal or county governing body. In all proceedings 
before the board, when directed by the municipal or county governing 
body to do so, the county attorney shall appear and represent the in- 
terest of the municipality or county and give such legal advice and 
legal assistance to the board as may be requested by it. 


The board shall have the power to administer oaths, take deposi- 
tions, certify officials acts, and issue subpoenas to compel the attendance 
of witnesses and production of papers necessary as evidence in con- 
nection with any hearing, investigation, or proceeding within the pur- 
view of this act. The sheriff or some other law enforcement officer of 
the county shall serve all processes of the board. In case a person re- 
fuses to obey such subpoena, the board may invoke the aid of the cir- 
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cuit court of Escambia County, Alabama, in order that the testimony 
or evidence be produced. Upon proper showing, such court shall issue 
a subpoena or order requiring the person to appear before the board 
and produce all evidence and give all testimony relating to the matter 
in issue. A person who fails to obey such subpoena or order may be 
punished by the circuit court as prescribed by law for contempt. The 
fees of witnesses for attendance and travel shall be the same as fees 
for witnesses in the circuit court of Escambia County, Alabama, which 
fees shall be paid from the treasury of the county. 


b) Any person aggrieved by a decision of the board may appeal 
such decision to the circuit court of Escambia County within thirty 
days from the rendition of such decision by the board. Review by the 
circuit court shall be confined to the record, and to a determination of 
the questions of law presented; the board’s findings of fact shall be 
final and conclusive. 


Section 13. No employee shall make, solicit or receive any assess- 
ment, donation, subscription or contribution for any political purpose 
whatsoever, or be a member of a committee or an officer of a political 
party, or take any part in its management or affairs except to exercise 
his right as a citizen to express his opinion and cast his vote; no em- 
ployee shall assist any candidate for nomination or election to public 
office, or make any public statement in support of or against any such 
candidate or participate in any manner whatever in the campaign of any 
candidate in any general or primary election; and no employee shal] 
receive any appointment or advancement as a reward for his support of 
a candidate for office or a political party; nor shall he be dismissed, 
suspended or reduced in rank or pay as punishment for his failure to 
support any candidate for political office. 


Section 14. The compensation and all other expenses of the board 
arising under the provisions hereof shall be paid from funds of the 
county on the claims of the merit system board in the same manner 
as other county salaries and expenses are paid; such claims of the merit 
system board shall be subject to review by the Escambia County Com- 
mission. 


Section 15. Any merit employee who wilfully violates any of the 
provisions of this act, or any rule or regulation issued in pursuance 
hereof, shall be dismissed from service under the system and shall not 
be reappointed or re-employed for two years. 


Section 16. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 17. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 18. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
Dabsice and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

WHEREAS, Dr. Jones, who was a native of Huntsville, was a recog- 
nized geological authority and served as state geologist for 34 years 
from 1927 until his retirement in 1961; and

standing scholastic record, also received his Master’s Degree from the 
University of Alabama and received his doctorate in geology from 
Johns Hopkins University; he worked in Mexico for the Mexican Eagle 
Petroleum Corporation, was an instructor at the University of North 
Carolina, returned to his native state in 1924 to work as assistant state 
geologist with Dr. Eugene Alan Smith, state geologist, and assumed 
that position himself in 1927; he also served as supervisor of the Ala- 
bama Oil and Gas Board and had been in that position for five years 
when oil was first discovered in Alabama in 1944; and 


WHEREAS, Dr. Jones was an amazing prophet in the development 
of the natural resources of this state, predicting the discovery of many 
mineral and ore deposits in this state, and particularly predicting the 
discovery of large deposits of oil and gas in South Alabama, long before 
the actual events; and

in the U. S. Army, Corps of Engineers, with valor and honor in World

WHEREAS, there is great need for a continuing and on-going study 
of the various and diverse taxes levied by the State of Alabama and 
the revenues they produce; and 


WHEREAS, such a continuous study is absolutely essential to study, 
sift, digest and disseminate this vital information to the members of the 
Alabama Legislature; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created a tax 
structure committee which shall be a continuous and on-going interim 
committee of the Alabama Legislature. Said committee shall meet dur- 
ing the interim between regular and special sessions and at such times 
during the sessions as are deemed necessary to conduct a careful in- 
vestigation and study of the financial condition of the State, the needs 
for tax revenues by the various agencies and programs of the State 
and the revenues produced by the many and varied taxes levied by 
the State of Alabama. The committee shall report its findings to the 
Alabama Legislature in both oral and written reports from time to time 
as they deem wise and necessary. 


The committee shall be composed of four members of the House 
and three members of the Senate to be chosen by the presiding officer 
of their respective houses and the chairman of the Senate standing 
committee on finance and taxation and chairman of the House standing 
committee on ways and means who shall serve on the committee ex 
officio. The committee shall hold an organizational meeting and shall 
establish its rules for procedure and conduct and shall choose its chair- 
man and vice chairman. 


The chairman of the committee, or in his absence the vice chairman, 
shall set the schedule and program for committee work. He shall fix 
the days and hours of meetings and of conducting hearings and examin- 
ing witnesses who appear before the committee. He may appoint sub- 
committees and invest them with such authority as it is deemed neces- 
sary to conduct the subcommittee’s business and expedite its work.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To regulate further the compensation of certain public officers; to 
provide for such a salary adjustment for Alabama state troopers and 
police communications officers as will bring the salaries of these em- 
ployees of the Department of Public Safety to a level approximating 
the average salary of like employees in the Southeastern United States; 
to make an appropriation to implement this act; and to repeal con- 
flicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Legislature of Alabama commissioned a study of 
state salary structures in 1975 and such study indicated that a notable 
salary lag existed between state troopers in Alabama and other troopers 
of the Southeast and the Nation. Recognizing the qualifications and 
training required for personnel filling these positions, their constant 
exposure to danger, their irregular work schedules under a wide range 
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of conditions, the Legislature does hereby appropriate out of the gen- 
eral fund, for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1977, the sum of 
$2,480,000.00 to implement this act. 


Section 2. The State Personnel Department shall increase the 
salaries of the following classifications of employees within the State 
Department of Public Safety in the amount of $115.00 bi-weekly; State 
Trooper Cadet, State Trooper, State Trooper Corporal, State Trooper 
Sergeant, State Trooper Lieutenant, State Trooper Captain, State Trooper 
Major, Police Communications Officer I, Police Communications Officer 
II, and Jolice Communications Supervisor I. 


Section 3. The Director of the State Personnel Department shall 
revise the schedule of rates set forth in the pay plan for classes of 
employees enumerated in Section 2 subject to the merit system law to 
reflect this increase herein providd and shall certify the same to the 
State Comptroller who shall issue his warrants in accordance therewith. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 5. All laws or parts of laws, general, local or special, in 
conflict with this act are hereby repealed. 


Section 6. This act shall become effective on the beginning of the 
first state pay period beginning on or after October 1, 1977. It is spe- 
cifically provided, however, that this act shall not affect the compensa- 
tion of any officer or employee of Coosa County or of Tuscaloosa County 
even though the compensation of such officers was heretofore prescribed 
by a law, which based such compensation on or in some way related 
it to the compensation of one or more of the positions in the above 
listed classifications.

shall not create an obligation or debt of the state; to provide that any 
bonds issued pursuant to this act may be used as security for deposits 
and investment of public funds and fiduciary funds; to specify the ap- 
plication of the proceeds of the bonds issued pursuant to this act; to 
provide for the construction of public office buildings facilities, the 
alteration, construction of annexes or additions to, and improvement of 
publie office building facilities and for the equipment of such facilities 
or additions thereto by the several authorities above listed; tv authorize 
the conveyance to each of said authorities of lands owned by the 
State; to create a reserve fund for the benefit of the bonds issued pur- 
suant to this act; to authorize the authority established hereunder te 
pledge such revenues from any facilities constructed under authority 
of this act as may be necessary to pay the principal of and interest on 
its bonds; to authorize the filing for record of an instrument reciting 
the issuance of said bonds and the creation of said pledge as a lien 
on said revenues which filing will constitute constructive notice; to 
provide that the state treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds 
of the authority; to provide for the lease to and by agencies, boards, 
commissions, public corporations, bureaus and departments of the State 
of Alabama and of the United States, and private parties of space for 
occupancy in said facilities or additions thereto; and to authorize pub- 
lication of notice of each resolution authorizing any bonds or pledge 
and to specify a limitation of time thereafter for actions or defenses 
respecting said bonds or pledge.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize Alabama Building Finance Authority to sell and issue 
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not exceeding $15,600,000 principal amount of bonds for the purpose 
of constructing public ‘office building facilities and altering, constructing 
additions to, and improving public office building facilities, and for 
the procurement of sites and equipment for such facilities or addi- 
tions thereto; to authorize the issuance of refunding bonds; to provide 
for the investment of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds of the 
Authority; to provide that all properties of the Authority and the in- 
come therefrom and all bonds issued and the income therefrom and 
all leases made and the recording thereof and all lien notices filed shall 
be exempt from all taxation in the State of Alabama; to provide that 
such bonds shall constitute negotiable instruments; to provide that 
such bonds shall be payable solely out of revenues of the Authority 
and shall not create obligations or debts of the State; to provide that 
any bonds issued by the Authority may be used as security for deposits 
and investment of public funds and fiduciary funds; to specify the 
application of the proceeds of the bonds of the Authority; to provide 
for the construction of public office building facilities, the alteration, 
construction of additions to, and improvement of public office build- 
ing facilities and for the equipment of such facilities or additions there- 
to by the Authority; to authorize the conveyance to the Authority of 
lands owned by the State; to create a reserve fund for the benefit of 
the bonds of the Authority; to authorize the Authority to pledge such 
revenues from its facilities (when and as such revenues become avail- 
able to the Authority) which may be necessary to pay the principal of 
and interest on its bonds; to authorize the filing for record of an instru- 
ment reciting the issuance of the bonds and the creation of the pledge 
as a lien on the revenues, which filing will constitute constructive 
notice; to provide that the State Treasurer shall be the custodian of 
the funds of the Authority; to provide for the lease to and by agencies, 
boards, commissions, public corporations, bureaus and departments of 
the State of Alabama and of the United States, counties, municipal cor- 
porations, other public bodies, and private persons, firms, corporations 
or associations, of space for occupancy in said facilities or additions 
thereto; to amend Section 25 of Act No. 658 enacted at the 1961 Regular 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama; to amend Section 18 of Act No. 
205 enacted at the 1955 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama; 
and to authorize publication of notice of the resolution authorizing any 
bonds or pledge and to specify a limitation of time thereafter for actions 
or defenses respecting said bonds or pledge. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions. The following terms, wherever used in this 
Act, shall have the following respective meanings unless the context 
clearly indicates otherwise: 


“Act No. 205” means Act No. 205 enacted at the 1955 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature of Alabama. 


“Act No. 658” means Act No. 658 enacted at the 1961 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature of Alabama. 


“Authority” means Alabama Building Finance Authority, a public 
corporation and instrumentality of the State that was organized and 
exists pursuant to Act No, 658. 


“Board of Directors” means the board of directors of the Authority. 
“Bonds” (except where that word is used with reference to bonds 


issued under another act) means any bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued under the provisions of this Act. 
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“Facilities’ means any public office building constructed pursuant 
to Act No. 205, Act No. 658, and this Act, and any alterations, 1mprove- 
ments, or additions thereto. 


“Refunding bonds” means any refunding bonds issued under the 
provisions of this Act. 


“State” means the State of Alabama. 


“Herein,” “hereby,” “hereunder,” “hereof,” and other equivalent 
words refer to this Act as an entirety and not solely to the particular 
section or portion thereof in which any such word is used. 


Nouns and pronouns shall be deemed to include both singular and 
plural and all applicable genders. 


Section 2. Authorization to Issue Additional Bonds and Purposes 
Thereof. In addition to the other powers conferred on the Authority 
by the provisions of Act No. 658, the Authority is hereby authorized to 
sell and issue its bonds in an aggregate principal amount not exceeding 
Fifteen Million Six Hundred Thousand Dollars ($15,600,000) for the 
purpose of providing funds for the acquisition of public office building 
sites, for the construction of facilities, for the procurement of equipment 
therefor, and for the payment of obligations incurred for any of said 
purposes. The public office building sites herein authorized to be ac- 
quired shall be limited to sites lying in a tract of land in the City of 
Montgomery, Alabama, bounded on the east by Jackson Street, on the 
west by Ripley Street, on the north by Monroe Avenue, and on the 
south by Washington Avenue. 


Section 3. Refunding Bonds. For the purpose of refunding any 
bonds, including refunding bonds, of the Authority, whether the refund- 
ing shall occur before, at or after the maturity of the bonds refunded 
and for the purpose of paying all premiums and expenses of such re- 
funding (including attorneys’ fees, costs of printing the refunding boiids, 
fiseal agents’ fees, and accountants’ fees), the Authority may from time 
to time sell, at either public or private sale, and issue refunding bonds 
in an aggregate principal amount not exceeding the sum of (a) the out- 
standing principal amount of such bonds, (b) the interest (accrued or 
to accrue) to the respective maturities of the bonds to be refunded, 
or if the bonds to be refunded are to be called for redemption, either 
on the earliest date on which under their terms they may be redeemed 
or some later date or dates, the interest (accrued or to accrue) on the 
bonds to be refunded to the date or dates on which they are to be 
called for redemption, (c) the amount of any redemption premium re- 
quired, by the terms of the bonds, to be paid as a condition to their 
redemption prior to their respective maturities, and (d) the amount of 
any expenses (actual or estimated) of such refunding. For the purpose 
of providing funds to enable the Authority to pay at their respective 
maturities the principal of and interest due on the refunding bonds is- 
sued under this Act and to accomplish the purposes of this Act, the 
Board of Directors of the Authority is hereby authorized to pledge 
irrevocably to such purpose, and there is hereby appropriated for such 
purpose, such amount as may be necessary for such purpose of the 
funds pledged and appropriated in Section 13 of this Act for the pay- 
ment of the bonds being refunded as well as revenues of the Authority 
from any other sources specified in the proceedings wherein the re- 
funding bonds are authorized to be issued. When so pledged in the 
proceedings of the Authority under which the refunding bonds are au- 
thorized, such pledge shall constitute an irrevocable pledge of the 
funds referred to and such other revenues as may be pledged by the 
Authority in its proceedings. Refunding bonds issued by the Authority 
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shall not be general obligations of the Authority but shall be payable 
solely from the sources specified in this Act and in the proceedings 
wherein the refunding bonds are authorized to be issued. All refunding 
bonds issued by the Authority shall be solely and exclusively obliga- 
tions of the Authority and shall not create a debt of the State. The 
faith and credit of the State shall never be pledged for the payment 
of any refunding bonds issued by the Authority under this Act. The 
Authority may contract with respect to the safekeeping and applica- 
tion of the refunding bond proceeds and other funds included there- 
with and the income therefrom including the right to appoint a trustee 
which may be any trust company or state or national bank having 
powers of a trust company within or without the State. 


Section 4. Execution and Other Details of the Bonds. The bonds, 
including refunding bonds, shall be executed, sealed and attested, may 
be used as security for deposits, and shall be eligible for investments of 
public funds and fiduciary funds, all as is provided in Act No. 658 for 
bonds issued thereunder. The bonds shall be in such form or forms 
and denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall bear such 
rate or rates of interest payable and evidence in such manner, may be 
made subject to redemption prior to their maturities, and may contain 
provisions not inconsistent with this Act, all as may be provided under 
the resolution of the Board of Directors under which the bonds may be 
issued; provided, that no bonds shall have a specified maturity date 
later than thirty years after their date, and provided further, that those 
bonds having maturities more than ten years after their date shall be 
subject to redemption at the option of the Authority on any interest 
payment date on and after the tenth anniversary after their date at 
such redemption price and under such conditions as may be prescribed 
in the proceedings of the Authority under which they are issued. 


Section 5. Sale of the Bonds. The bonds may be sold by the Au- 
thority from time to time at public or private sales, as may be deter- 
mined by the Board of Directors to be most advantageous. If sold at 
public sale, the bonds shall be sold either on sealed bids or at public 
auctions, to the bidder whose bide reflects the lowest total net interest 
cost to the Authority for the bonds being sold, computed from their 
date to their respective maturities and taking into account any premium 
named in the bid therefor; provided, that if no bid acceptable to the 
Authority is received it may reject all bids. Notice of such sale shall 
be given by publication in either a financial journal or a financial 
newspaper published in the City of New York, New York, and also by 
publication in a newspaper published in the State which is customarily 
published not less often than five days during each calendar week, each 
of which notices must be published at least one time not less than 
ten days prior to the date fixed for the sale. The Board of Directors 
may fix the terms and conditions under which any sale, whether public 
or private may be held; provided, that none of the bonds may be sold 
for a price less than the face value thereof; and provided further, that 
such terms and conditions shall not conflict with any of the require- 
ments of this Act. Neither a public hearing nor consent of the State 
Department of Finance or any other department or agency shall be a 
prerequisite to the issuance of any of the bonds. 


Section 6. Investment of Proceeds from Sale of Bonds. Any portion 
of the proceeds derived from the sale of the bonds which the Board of 
Directors may determine is not then needed for any of the purposes for 
which the bonds were authorized to be issued shall, on order of the 
Authority, be invested by the State Treasurer in any securities that 
are direct general obligations of the United States of America or any 
securities payment of the principal of and interest on which is uncon- 
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ditionally and irrevocably guaranteed by the United States of America. 
Any such securities may, at any time and from time to time on order 
of the Authority, be sold or otherwise converted by the State Treasurer 
into cash. The income derived from any such investments shall be dis- 
bursed on order of the Authority for any purpose for which it may 
lawfully expend funds. 


Section 7. Exemption from Taxation. The properties of the Au- 
thority, and the income therefrom, all lease agreements made by the 
Authority, the recording of such lease agreements, all bonds issued by 
the Authority and the coupons applicable thereto and the income there- 
from, and all lien notices filed with respect thereto, shall be forever 
exempt from any and all taxation in the State. 


Section 8. Bonds and Coupons Constitute Negotiable Instruments. 
All bonds issued by the Authority, while not registered, shall be con- 
strued to be negotiable instruments although payable from a limited 
source. All coupons applicable to any bonds issued by the Authority, 
while the applicable bonds are not registered as to both principal and 
interest, shall likewise be construed to be negotiable instruments al- 
though payable from a limited source. 


Section 9. Obligations Not a Debt of the State. All obligations 
incurred by the Authority and all bonds issued by it shall be solely 
and exclusively obligations of the Authority and shall not create obliga- 
tions or debts of the State. 


Section 10. Use of Proceeds from Sale of Bonds. All proceeds de- 
rived from the sale of the bonds remaining after payment of the ex- 
penses of issuance thereof shall be turned over to the State Treasurer, 
shall be carried by the State Treasurer in a special account to the credit 
of the Authority, and shall be subject to be drawn on by the Authority 
solely for the purpose of paying the expenses of the sale of the bonds, 
acquiring land for and constructing facilities, and. procuring sites and 
equipment for such facilities, and the payment of aii reasonable and 
necessary expenses incidental thereto, including interest which shall 
accrue on said bonds during the construction of any facilities and for 
a period not exceeding six months thereafter. Any balance of the pro- 
ceeds thereafter remaining shall, upon completion of any such facilities 
for which the bonds were issued and the payment of all costs in con- 
nection therewith, be transferred to the reserve fund account of the 
Authority provided for by Section 13 of this Act. The reasonable and 
necessary expenses incidental to the construction of any such facilities 
shall, if deemed advisable by the Authority, include all or any part of 
the expense of providing adequate housing, during the construction of 
such facilities, for any State agencies using any building or part of any 
building or other structure which is demolished for the purpose of pro- 
viding a suitable site for the construction of any such facilities. All 
proceeds from the sale of refunding bonds issued by the Authority re- 
maining after paying the expenses of their issuance shall be used only 
for the purpose of paying the amounts specified in Section 3 of this Act. 


Section 11. Construction of Facilities or Additions. All facilities 
constructed by the Authority under the provisions of this Act shall be 
constructed according to plans and specifications of architects or en- 
gineers selected by the Authority. Such construction shall be done 
under the supervision and direction of the director of the Technical 
Staff of the Building Commission created by Act No. 128 enacted at the 
1945 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama (hereinafter called 
“the Commission”), or any agency of the State designated by the Legis- 
lature as its successor, following award for each part of the work to 
the lowest responsible bidder after advertising for receipt and public 
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opening of sealed bids; provided, that the invitations for bids and the 
bidding documents shall be so arranged that any alternates from the 
base bid shall constitute cumulative deductions from the base bid, and 
in determining the lowest bidder, if funds are insufficient to construct 
the building on the lowest base bid, then the director of the Technical 
Staff of the Commission may proceed to consider the bids upon the 
basis of the base bids of all bidders minus the respective reductions 
stated for the first alternate, and if the lowest bid so determined is not 
then within the funds available, the director of the Technical Staff of 
the Commission shall proceed to consider the base bid minus the first 
and second alternates together to determine the lowest bid, and in like 
manner throughout all alternates, if need be, so that in no event shall 
there be any discretion as to which alternate or alternates will be used 
in determining the lowest responsible bidder. All such contracts shall 
be lump sum contracts. All contracts for the entire work shall be 
awarded at the same time but notice to proceed may be withheld until 
prior work under another contract has progressed to a point where the 
joint or following work can best be coordinated for the earliest com- 
pletion of the entire project in a sound and workmanlike manner. All 
construction contracts shall be executed by the Authority upon the 
determination or the direction of the Technical Staff of the Commission 
as to the lowest bidders, respectively. Payments made by the Au- 
thority under any construction contract shall be upon the contractor’s 
written sworn request only if endorsed as approved by the director of 
the Technical Staff of the Commission or in any lesser amount the 
director of the Technical Staff of the Commission shall endorse as hav- 
ing been then earned on that contract. The Authority and the director 
of the Technical Staff of the Commission shall agree to a construction 
cost estimate including reimbursement to the Commission of its reason- 
able direct costs in having plans, specifications and contract documents 
prepared and in supervising and inspecting the work. After the con- 
tracts have been awarded such construction cost estimate shall be re- 
Mer Asha all extras on the contracts shall be awarded within the funds 
available. 


Section 12. Conveyance to Authority by State. The Governor of 
Alabama is authorized to execute and deliver immediately before or 
simultaneously with the issuance of the bonds an appropriate deed con- 
veying to the Authority any land belonging to the State in the vicinity 
of the Capitol Building block, situated in the City and County of Mont- 
gomery, Alabama (including the tract of land specified in Section 2 
of this Act), which may be necessary to ensure that the Authority holds 
title to the land on which any facilities constructed by it with the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds are to be situated. Upon delivery of such deed to 
the Authority it thereby shall be invested with all rights and title that 
the State of Alabama had in the property conveyed thereby, subject 
to the hereinafter provided right of reverter to the State upon the dis- 
solution of the Authority. The consideration for the conveyance shall 
be the Authority’s agreement to reconvey the land to the State, with all 
improvements thereon owned by the Authority, free of charge, im- 
mediately before the dissolution of the Authority as provided in Section 
25 of Act No. 658 as herein amended, and such consideration is hereby 
conclusively determined to be valuable, adequate and fair. Immediately 
prior to its dissolution the Authority shall also convey to the State all 
other assets acquired by the Authority, whether by purchase, gift, grant 
or otherwise, provided the terms of the grant are not violated thereby. 


Section 13. Creation of Fund for the Benefit of the Bonds. For the 
purpose of providing funds for the payment of the principal of and in- 
terest due on the bonds, there is hereby created and irrevocably pledged 
to the payment of such obligations such amount as may be necessary 
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for such purpose out of a special and continuing trust fund, which fund 
shall consist of: (1) all revenues from rents contracted for and received 
by the Authority under leases of facilities constructed with the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of the bonds; (2) all revenues from rents contracted 
for and received by the Authority under leases of the building con- 
structed with the proceeds from the sale of the bonds authorized to be 
issued by Act No. 658, after all of those bonds shall have been paid; and 
(3) all revenues from rents contracted for and received by the Authority 
under leases of the building conveyed to the Authority by the State 
pursuant to Section 18 of Act No. 205, as herein amended, after that 
building shall have been conveyed to the Authority. There shall be 
created within the special and continuing trust fund provided for in 
this Section a separate reserve fund account of the Authority in the 
State Treasury in which there shall be placed as a trust fund and held 
separate and apart from all other monies of the State or of the Authority, 
(1) any monies derived from the sale of the bonds remaining after the 
completion of any facilities financed by the bonds and the payment of 
all costs in connection therewith and in connection with the issuance 
of the bonds, and (2) all excess revenues from rents contracted for 
and received by the Authority and paid into the special and continuing 
trust fund provided for in this Section and remaining each fiscal year 
of the State after payment of all charges and expenses of operating and 
maintaining such facilities during such fiscal year, including all pay- 
ments required to be made during such fiscal year with respect to the 
bonds. The reserve fund shall be held by the State Treasurer in trust 
for the Authority and the holders of the bonds and may be invested 
only in securities which are either direct obligations of the United 
States of America or fully guaranteed as to payment of principal and 
interest by the United States of America. The reserve fund shall be 
used to pay, when due and payable, any installment of principal or in- 
terest or both on the bonds for which the fund was created which cannot 
be paid out of current revenues or other monies of the Authority de- 
rived from facilities constructed with the proceeds from the sale nf the 
bonds. There shall also ve creaied in the special and continuing trust 
fund provided for in this Section in account thereof in which shall be 
deposited, segregated and held only the amounts reasonably estimated 
to be necessary for the maintenance, operation and upkeep of facilities 
to be constructed with funds provided by the bonds, with all excess 
monies at the end of each fiscal year of the State being transferred to 
the reserve fund account. 


Section 14. Pledge and Lien for Benefit of Bonds. In the proceed- 
ings authorizing the issuance of any of the bonds, the Authority is 
authorized and empowered to pledge for the payment of the principal 
of and interest due on the bonds at their respective maturities, all or 
any portion of the revenues specified in Section 13 of this Act. In its 
proceedings, the Authority may further provide and create, as security 
for the payment of the principal of and interest due on the bonds, a 
statutory lien upon the lands and facilities for the acquisition and con- 
struction of which the bonds are issued. Such statutory lien shall not 
be subject to foreclosure and, in the event of default in the payment 
of any such principal or interest, the remedies thereunder shall be 
limited to a remedy by way of mandamus and to the appointment, as 
a matter of right, by any court having equity powers and having juris- 
diction over the Authority, of a receiver in equity with all the powers 
of such a receiver, except the power to sell the facilities and lands. If 
any statutory lien is provided and created by the Authority, the Au- 
thority shall, upon the issuance of the bonds, file in the office of the 
Judge of Probate of Montgomery County, Alabama, an instrument re- 
citing the issuance of the bonds, the pledge of revenues, and the creation 
of the statutory lien as security therefor, and the filing of that instru-

ment shall constitute constructive notice of the pledge and lien. The 
instrument shall be received and recorded by the Judge of Probate 
upon the payment of the fee for the recording of mortgages but no tax 
shall be payable with respect thereto. 


Section 15. State Treasurer to Disburse Funds. Out of the funds 
referred to in Section 13 of this Act, the State Treasurer is authorized 
and directed to pay the principal of and interest due on the bonds as the 
principal and interest shall respectively mature, and the State Treasurer 
is further authorized and directed to set up and maintain appropriate 
records pertaining thereto. 


Section 16. Terms and Conditions of Leasing by Authority. The 
Authority and the executive head of any agency, board, commission, 
public corporation, bureau or department of the State of Alabama, or of 
the United States, or the successor in office and duties of such executive 
head, or of any county, municipal corporation or other public body, or 
private persons, firms, corporations or associations, are hereby au- 
thorized to enter into a lease or leases for the use and occupancy of 
offices and storage space in the facilities constructed by the Authority 
pursuant to this Act, subject to the same terms and conditions as are 
provided in Act No. 658. 


The Authority shall establish and revise rental rates for the offices 
and storage spaces in the facilities constructed pursuant to this Act 
(and for the offices and storage space in the buildings owned on the 
effective date of this Act by the Authority and the Alabama Building 
Authority, when the revenues from rents from the rental of such space 
in those buildings become available to the Authority as provided in 
Section 13 of this Act) in such amounts as may be necessary to pay 
at their respective maturities the principal of and interest due on the 
bonds (or any refunding bonds) and any other expenses which may be 
properly chargeable to the facilities for the fair cost of the operation, 
maintenance and repair and any other running expenses of the facilities. 


In leasing the offices and storage space in the facilities, the Au- 
thority shall give preferential consideration to State agencies which, 
on the effective date of this Act, are lessees of commercial offices or 
storage space in or about the City of Montgomery, Alabama. At least 
three-quarters of all offices and storage space in the facilities con- 
structed pursuant to this Act shall, if practicable, be leased to such 
State agencies. 


Section 17, Presumption of Validity of Bonds and Publication of 
Notice Thereof. Any resolution authorizing the bonds shall contain a 
recital that they are issued pursuant to the provisions of this Act, which 
recital shall be conclusive evidence that those bonds have been duly 
authorized pursuant to the provisions of this Act, notwithstanding the 
provisions of any other law now in force or hereafter enacted or 
amended. Upon the passage of any resolution providing for the is- 
suance of bonds under the provisions of this Act, the Authority may, 
in its discretion, cause to be published once in each of two consecutive 
weeks in a newspaper published and having general circulation in the 
City of Montgomery, Alabama, a notice in substantially the following 
form (the blanks first properly filled in):

Any action or proceeding in any court seeking to set aside or in- 
validate a resolution providing for the issuance of the bonds under the 
provisions of this Act or to contest the validity of any of the bonds, or 
the validity of any pledge or agreement made therefor, must be com- 
menced within twenty days after the first publication of the notice. 
After the expiration of twenty days following such first publication, no 
right of action or defense founded upon the invalidity of the resolution 
or other proceedings, if any, or of the bonds, or of the pledge or agree- 
ments, shall be asserted. In the event of such publication the validity 
of such resolution, proceedings bonds, pledge or agreements shall not 
be open to question in any court upon any ground whatever, except in 
an action or proceeding commenced within such period. Any such action 
and any action to protect or enforce any rights under the provisions of 
act shall be brought in the Circuit Court of Montgomery County, 
Alabama. 


Section 18. Dissolution of the Authority. Section 25 of Act No. 
658 is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 25. Dissolution of the Authority. When all securities is- 
sued by the Authority and all obligations assumed by it under the pro- 
visions of this and any subsequent Act shall have been paid in full, 
the then president of the Authority shall thereupon execute and deliver 
in the name of and in behalf of the Authority an appropriate deed, or 
deeds, to which the seal of the Authority shall be affixed and attested by 
the secretary of the Authority, whereby there shall he conveyed tn the 
state all the buildings, properties and other assets then owned by the 
Authority. The then officers and directors of the Authority shall at 
such time file with the Secretary of State a written statement, subscribed 
and sworn to by each of them, reciting the payment in full of all bonds 
theretofore issued by the Authority and the execution and delivery of 
such deed or deeds to the state, which statement shall be filed by the 
Secretary of State and recorded with the certificate of incorporation 
of the Authority, whereupon the Authority shall stand dissolved.” 


Section 19. Transfer of Properties of Alabama Building Authority 
to the Authority. Section 18 of Act No. 205 is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 18. Dissolution of the Corporation. When all securities 
issued by the corporation and all obligations assumed by it under the 
provisions of this Act shall have been paid in full, the then president 
of the corporation shall thereupon execute and deliver in the name of 
and in behalf of the corporation an appropriate deed, to which the seal 
of the corporation shall be affixed and attested by the secretary of 
the corporation, whereby there shall be conveyed to the State all the 
buildings and other properties theretofore conveyed to the corporation. 
The then officers and directors of the corporation shall at such time 
file with the secretary of state a written statement, subscribed and 
sworn to by them, reciting the payment in full of all securities there- 
tofore issued and assumed by the corporation and the execution and 
delivery of such deed to the State which statement shall be filed by the 
secretary of state and recorded with the certificate of incorporation of 
the corporation, whereupon the corporation shall stand dissolved. Im- 
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mediately following the conveyance by the corporation to the State of 
all the buildings and other properties theretofore conveyed to the 
corporation, the Governor of Alabama is authorized and directed to 
execute and deliver to the Alabama Building Finance Authority created 
in Act No. 658 enacted at the 1961 Regular Session of the Legislature 
of Alabama, an appropriate deed conveying to that Authority all the 
buildings and other properties conveyed to the State pursuant to this 
Section,” 


Section 20. Allocation and Use of Public Office Building Facilities. 
Upon the completion of the acquisition, construction and improvement 
of such public office building facilities as are authorized by this act, 
the chief of service of the division of service of the department of 
finance shall allocate such newly-acquired office building facilities to 
all state offices and departments presently located in the state capitol 
building, except the governor’s office, the secretary of state’s office, and 
such other state offices as may be required by the state constitution to 
be maintained and located within the state capitol building. Following 
the completion of said newly-acquired and newly-constructed public 
office building facilities and the transfer of said state offices and de- 
partments presently located in the state capitol building, the chief of 
service, and his successors, shall maintain and reserve the state capitol 
building for the exclusive use and location of all offices of the legisla- 
tive branch of government and its supportive agencies, departments and 
commissions and for the offices of the governor, the secretary of state 
and such other state offices as may be required by the state constitution 
to be maintained and located within the state capitol building. 

Section 21. Repeal of Conflicting Laws. All laws and parts of laws 
in conflict with any of the provisions of this Act are, to the extent of 
such conflict, repealed. 

Section 22. Severability. In the event any section, sentence, clause 
or provision of this Act shall be declared invalid by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, such declaration shall not affect the validity of the remain- 
ing sections, sentences, clauses or provisions of this Act, which shall 
continue effective. 

Section 23. Effective Date of Act. This Act shall become effective 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon 
its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize and provide for the issuance of revenue bonds for the 
purpose of providing for the construction and equipment of facilities 
for the State Highway Department and for altering, constructing addi- 
tions to, improving and equipping the existing State Highway Building 
so as to convert said building to the use of the legislative branch of 
the State of Alabama and certain other state agencies which may be 
housed therein and for the acquisition of certain building sites and to 
provide for the renovation or removal of existing structures on such 
property and to provide for the construction of parking facilities on 
such property; to authorize and provide for the establishment of a 
public corporation, to be known as the Alabama Capitol Building Au- 
thority, to issue such bonds; to provide that a part of the proceeds of 
such bonds shall be used by the authority established hereunder for 
the purpose of providing such public office building or buildings for 
the State Highway Department, that a part of such proceeds shall be 
used by the Alabama Building Authority for the purpose of constructing 
additions to, altering, improving and equipping the existing State High- 
way Building so as to convert said building to the use of the legislative 
branch of the State of Alabama and certain other state agencies which 
may be housed therein, and the remainder of the proceeds of such 
bonds shall be used by the Alabama Building Finance Authority for 
the purpose of purchasing certain building sites and for the renovation 
or removal of existing structures on such property and for the con- 
struction of parking facilities on such property; to authorize the issuance 
of refunding bonds; to provide for the investment. of the procecds from 
the sale of such bonds; to provide that all properties procured, con- 
structed or improved or enlarged with the proceeds of any bonds hereby 
authorized and the income therefrom and ail bonds issued pursuant to 
this act and the income therefrom and all leases made and all lien 
notices filed relative to buildings or additions constructed, altered, im- 
proved or equipped pursuant to this act, shall be exempt from all taxa- 
tion in the State of Alabama; to provide that such bonds shall con- 
stitute negotiable instruments; to provide that such bonds shall be pay- 
able solely out of revenues of the several authorities, respectively, and 
shall not create an obligation or debt of the state; to provide that any 
bonds issued pursuant to this act may be used as security for deposits 
and investment of public funds and fiduciary funds; to specify the appli- 
cation of the proceeds of the bonds issued pursuant to this act; to pro- 
vide for the construction and equipping of public office building facili- 
ties for the State Highway Department, the alteration, construction of 
annexes or additions to improvement and equipment of the existing 
State Highway Building facilities and for the equipment of such facili- 
ties or additions thereto and the purchase of certain building sites and 
the renovation or removal of existing structures on such property and 
to provide for the construction of parking facilities on such property 
by the several authorities above listed; to authorize the conveyance to 
each of said authorities of certain lands owned by the State; to create 
a reserve fund for the benefit of the bonds issued pursuant to this act: 
to authorize the authority established hereunder to pledge such revenues 
from any facilities constructed or renovated under authority of this act 
as may be necessary to pay the principal of and interest on its bonds; 
to authorize the filing for record of an instrument reciting the issuance 
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of said bonds and the creation of said pledge as a lien on said revenues 
which filing will constitute constructive notice; to provide that the state 
treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the authority; to pro- 
vide for the lease to and by agencies, boards, commissions, public cor- 
porations, bureaus and departments of the State of Alabama of space for 
occupancy in said facilities or additions thereto; and to authorize pub- 
lication of notice of each resolution authorizing any bonds or pledge 
and to specify a limitation of time thereafter for actions or defenses 
respecting said bonds or pledge. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Legislative Intent. It is the intent of the legislature by 
the passage of this act to authorize, regulate and provide for the con- 
struction, operation, and equipment of public office building facilities 
(including vehicle parking facilities) to be used by the State Highway 
Department and to be located on the Old Kilby Prison Property; to 
provide for the altering, constructing additions to and improving and 
equipping the existing State Highway Building so as to convert said 
building to the use of the legislative branch of the State of Alabama 
and other presently existing state agencies which are currently leasing 
office space from private business and to provide for the acquisition 
of certain building sites and to provide for the renovation or removal 
of existing structures on such property and to provide for the construc- 
tion of parking facilities on such property. The acquisition of sites 
hereby authorized shall be limited to sites lying in a tract of land 
bounded on the East by Jackson Street, on the West by that area 
formerly known as Ripley Street, on the North by Monroe Avenue 
and on the South by Washington Avenue. 


It is the further intent of the legislature to provide for and regulate 
the sale of revenue bonds to defray the cost of such acquisition, con- 
struction and equipment. To facilitate the accomplishment of the above 
stated purposes the governor, the lieutenant governor, the speaker of the 
house of representatives, and the director of finance may, as hereinafter 
prescribed form a public corporation for the sole purposes of issuing 
revenue bonds, allocating the proceeds thereof for the purpose of pro- 
viding for the construction and equipment of public office building 
facilities (including vehicle parking facilities) for the State Highway 
Department and for altering, constructing additions to, improving and 
equipping the existing State Highway Building and for the purpose of 
acquiring the above described land and for the purpose of renovating or 
removing existing structures on such property and for the purpose of 
constructing parking facilities on such property, and to vest such cor- 
poration with all powers, authority, rights, privileges, and titles that 
may be necessary to enable it to accomplish such purpose. This act 
shall be liberally construed in conformity with the purpose expressed. 


Section 2. Definitions. The following terms, wherever used in this 
act, shall have the following respective meanings unless the context 
clearly indicates otherwise: 


“Act No. 205” means Act No. 205 of the Regular Session of the Legis- 
lature of 1955. 


“Act No. 658” means Act No. 658 of the Regular Session of 1961. 


“The Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant 
to the provisions of this act. 


“Bonds” (except where that word is used with reference to bonds 
issued under another act) means any bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued under the provisions of this act. 
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“Refunding bonds” means any refunding bonds issued under the 
provisions of this act. 


“State” means the State of Alabama. 


Nouns and pronouns when used in this act shall include both the 
singular and plural and all applicable genders. 


Section 3. Power to Incorporate. The governor, the lieutenant 
governor, the speaker of the house of representatives, and the director 
of finance may become a public corporation with the power and au- 
thority hereinafter provided, by proceeding according to the provisions 
(0) is act. 


Section 4. Provisions for Incorporation. To become a corporation, 
the governor, the lieutenant governor, the speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives, and the chief examiner of public accounts shall present to 
the secretary of state of Alabama an application signed by them which 
shall set forth: (1) the name, official designation, and official residence 
of each of the applicants, together with a certified copy of the docu- 
ment evidencing each applicant’s right to office; (2) the date on which 
each applicant was inducted into office and the term of office of each 
of the applicants; (3) the name of the proposed corporation, which shall 
be the Alabama Capitol Building Finance Authority; (4) the location 
of the principal office of the proposed corporation; and (5) any other 
matter relating to the incorporation which the applicants may choose 
to insert and which is not inconsistent with this act or the laws of the 
State of Alabama. The application shall be subscribed and sworn to by 
each of the applicants before an officer authorized by the laws of this 
state to take acknowledgements to deeds. The secretary of state shall 
examine the application and, if he finds that it substantially complies 
with the requirements of this section, he shall receive and file it and 
record it in an appropriate book of records in his office. 


Section 5. Consummation of Incorporaticn. When the application 
has been made, filed, and recorded as provided in the preceding section, 
the secretary of state shall make and issue to the applicants a certificate 
of incorporation pursuant to this act, under the great seal of the state, 
and shall record the certificate with the application, whereupon the ap- 
plicants shall constitute a public corporation and agency of the state 
under the name proposed in the application. There shall be no fees 
paid to the secretary of state for any work done in connection with the 
incorporation or dissolution of the authority. 


Section 6. Members, Directors and Officers of the Authority. The 
applicants named in the application and their respective successors in 
office shall constitute the members of the authority. The governor 
shall be the president of the authority and the director of finance shall 
be secretary and treasurer of the authority. The members of the au- 
thority shall constitute all the members of the board of directors of 
the authority, which shall be the governing body of the authority. Three 
members of the said board of directors shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. Should any person holding any state office 
named in this section cease to hold such office by reason of death, 
resignation, expiration of his term of office, or for any other reason, 
then his successor in office shall take his place as a member, officer, 
or director, as the case may be, of the authority. No member, officer, 
or director of the authority shall draw any salary in addition to that 
now authorized by law for any service he may render or for any duty 
he may perform in connection with authority. All resolutions adopted 
by the board of directors shall constitute actions of the authority, and 
all proceedings of the board of directors shall be reduced to writing by 
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the secretary of the authority, shall be signed by the members of the 
authority, and shall be recorded in a substantially bound book and filed 
in the office of the secretary of state. Copies of such proceedings, when 
certified by the secretary of the authority, under the seal of the au- 
thority, shall be received in all courts as prima facie evidence of the 
matters and things therein certified. 


Section 7. Powers of the Authority. The authority shall have the 
following powers among others specified in this act: (1) to have suc- 
cession by its corporate name until the principal of and interest on all 
bonds issued by it shall have been fully paid; (2) to sue and be sued 
and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, in any court having 
jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the parties thereto; (3) to 
have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the seal at pleasure; (4) 
to establish a fiscal year; (5) to provide for the construction, maintenance 
and equipment of facilities (including vehicle parking facilities) for the 
State Highway Department. Such facilities shall be located on parcel 3 
of the old Kilby Prison Property; (6) to provide for the altering, con- 
structing additions to, improving and equipping the existing State 
Highway Building so as to convert said building to the use of the legis- 
lative branch of the State of Alabama and other presently existing 
state agencies which are currently leasing office space from private 
business; (7) to provide for the acquisition of certain building sites 
and to provide for the renovation of existing structures on such prop- 
erty, where economically feasible and to provide for the removal of 
those structures which are not economically capable of renovation and 
to provide for the construction of parking facilities on such property. 
Such acquisition shall be limited to sites lying in a tract of land bounded 
on the East by Jackson Street, on the West by that area formerly known 
as Ripley Street, on the North by Monroe Avenue and on the South by 
Washington Avenue; (8) to anticipate by the issuance of its bonds as 
hereinafter limited the receipt of the revenues from such facilities and 
also the revenues accruing to the authority hereby established from 
similar facilities constructed pursuant to this act by the Alabama Build- 
ing Authority, established pursuant to Act No. 205 of the 1955 Regular 
Session (Acts of Alabama 1955, page 500), and the Alabama Building 
Finance Authority, established pursuant to Act No. 658 of the 1961 
Regular Session (Acts of Alabama 1961, page 806): (9) as security 
for the payment of the principal of and interest on its bonds, to enter 
into any lawful covenant and to pledge the revenues from such fa- 
cilities and also the revenues accruing to the authority hereby estab- 
lished from similar facilities constructed pursuant to this act by the 
Alabama Building Authority, established pursuant to Act No. 205 of the 
1955 Regular Session (Acts of Alabama 1955, page 500), and the Ala- 
bama Building Finance Authority, established pursuant to Act No. 658 
of the 1961 Regular Session (Acts of Alabama 1961, page 806); (10) to 
invest as hereinafter provided the proceeds from the sale of its bonds 
pending need therefor; (11) to appoint and employ such attorneys, 
agents and employees as the business of the authority may require, sub- 
ject to the merit system where applicable, and where services of state 
employees are required in addition to their regular duties, to pay addi- 
tional compensation for their services rendered to the authority; and 
(12) to contract, lease and make lease arrangements as hereinafter pro- 
vided for the use and occupation of all or any part of any office build- 
ing or buildings constructed, reconstructed, altered, renovated or im- 
proved by it. 


Section 8. Power of Condemnation. The authority shall have the 
same powers of eminent domain which shall be exercised in the same 
manner and under the same conditions as are provided by law for the 
exercise of the powers of eminent domain by the State of Alabama. 
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Section 9. Authorization of Bonds. The authority is hereby au- 
thorized from time to time to sell and issue its bonds, not exceeding 
$15,600,000.00 in aggregate principal amount, for the purpose of pro- 
viding funds; for the acquisition of building sites, for the renovation 
or removal of existing structures on such property and for the con- 
struction of parking facilities on such property, but the acquisition of 
sites hereby authorized shall be limited to sites lying in a tract of land 
bounded on the East by Jackson Street, on the West by that area for- 
merly known as Ripley Street, on the North by Monroe Avenue and on 
the South by Washington Avenue; for altering, constructing additions 
to, improving and equipping the existing State Highway Building; 
for the construction, maintenance and equipment of facilities (includ- 
ing vehicle parking facilities) for the State Highway Department; and 
for payment of obligations incurred for any of said purposes. Not more 
than $7,500,000 of the above principal amount may be used by the 
authority hereby established for the purposes of constructing, equip- 
ping, maintaining and operating a building or buildings for the State 
Highway Department. Not more than $5,500,000 of the above stated 
principal amount shall be paid over to the ‘Alabama Building Authority, 
established pursuant to Act No. 205 of the 1955 Regular Session, to be 
used by such authority for the acquisition of sites, for the renovation 
or removal of existing structures on such property and for the con- 
struction of parking facilities on such property and for the payment of 
obligations incurred for any of said purposes. Not more than $2,600,000 
of said principal amount shall be paid over to the Alabama Building 
Finance Authority, established pursuant to Act No. 658 of the 1961 
Regular Session, to be used by such authority for the alteration, con- 
struction of additions to and improevments of the existing State High- 
way Building, for the procurement of equipment therefor and for the 
payment of obligations incurred for any of said purposes. 


Section 10. Refunding Bonds. The authority may from time to 
time sell and issue its refunding bonds for the purpose of refunding 
anv matured or unmmatured voids of the authority at the time outstand- 
ing and any premiums necessary to be paid to redeem any bonds so 
to be refunded. Such refunding bonds shall be subrogated and en- 
titled to all priorities, rights and pledges to which the bonds refunded 
thereby were entitled. 


Section 11. Execution of the Bonds. The bonds of the authority 
shall be signed by either its president or its treasurer as shall be pro- 
vided in the resolution under which the bonds shall be issued, and 
the seal of the authority shall be affixed to the bonds and attested by 
its secretary; provided, that a facsimile of the signature of one, but not 
both, of the officers whose signatures will appear on the bonds may be 
imprinted or otherwise reproduced on any of the bonds in lieu of his 
manually signing the same; and provided further, that a facsimile of 
the seal of the authority may be imprinted or otherwise reproduced on 
any of the bonds in lieu of being manually affixed thereto. Any interest 
coupons applicable to the bonds shall be signed with a facsimile of the 
signature of either the president or the treasurer as shall be provided in 
the resolution under which the bonds shall be issued. If, after any of 
the bonds or interest coupons thereunto appertaining shall be so signed, 
whether manually or by facsimile, any such officer shall for any reason 
vacate his said office, the bonds and interest coupons so signed may 
nevertheless be delivered any time thereafter as the act and deed of 
the authority. Any bonds of the authority may be executed and de- 
livered by it at any time and from time to time, shall be in such form 
and denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall bear such 
rate or rates of interest, payable and evidenced in such manner, may 
contain provisions for redemption prior to maturity, and may contain 
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other provisions not inconsistent herewith, all as may be provided by 
the resolution of the board of directors whereunder such bonds are au- 
thorized to be issued; provided, that no bond of the authority shall 
have a specified maturity date later than thirty years after its date. 
Each bond of the authority having a specified maturity date more 
than ten years after its date shall be made subject to redemption at 
the option of the authority at the end of the tenth year after its date, 
and on any interest payment date thereafter, under such terms and 
conditions as may be provided in the resolution under which such bond 
is authorized to be issued. Bonds of the authority may be sold from 
time to time as the board of directors may deem advantageous, but 
must be sold only at public sale, either on sealed bids or at public 
auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest net interest cost 
to the authority for the bonds being sold, computed to their respective 
maturities; provided, that if no bid acceptable to the authority is re- 
ceived, it may reject all bids. Notice of each such sale shall be given 
by publication in either a financial journal or a financial newspaper 
published in the City of New York, New York, and also by publication 
in a newspaper published in the State of Alabama, each of which 
notices must be published at least one time not less than ten days 
before the date for the sale. The board of directors may fix the terms 
and conditions under which such sale may be held; provided, that none 
of the bonds may be sold for a price less than the face value thereof 
plus accrued interest thereon to the date of delivery thereof; and pro- 
vided, further, that such terms and conditions shall not conflict with 
any of the requirements of this act. The authority may pay out of the 
proceeds of the sale of its bonds all expenses, including publication 
and printing charges, attorneys’ fees, and other expenses which said 
board of directors may deem necessary and advantageous in connection 
with the authorization, advertisement, sale, execution and issuance of 
such bonds. Bonds issued by the authority shall not be general obliga- 
tions of the authority but shall be payable solely out of the funds re- 
ferred to in Section 20 hereof. In the event the authority shall make 
more than one pledge of the same revenues, such pledges shall take 
precedence in the order of the adoption of the resolutions in which the 
pledges are made; provided, that each pledge for the benefit of refund- 
ing bonds shall have the same priority as the pledge for the benefit of 
the bonds refunded thereby. Neither a public hearing nor consent of 
the state department of finance or of any other department or agency 
of the state shall be a prerequisite to the issuance of bonds by the au- 
thority. 


Section 12. Investment of Proceeds from Sale of Bonds. Any por- 
tion of the principal proceeds derived from the sale of the bonds which 
the board of directors of the authority may determine is not then 
needed for any of the purposes for which the bonds are authorized to 
be issued shall, on order of the authority, be invested by the state 
treasurer in any securities that are direct general obligations of the 
United States of America or the principal of and interest on which are 
unconditionally and irrevocably guaranteed by the United States of 
America. Any such securities may, at any time and from time to time 
on order of the authority, be sold or otherwise converted by the state 
treasurer into cash. The income derived from any such investments 
shall be disbursed on order of the authority for any purpose for which 
it may lawfully expend funds. 


Section 13. Exemption from Taxation. The properties of the au- 
thority and any property of either the Alabama Building Authority, 
established pursuant to Act No. 205 of the 1955 Regular Session, or the 
Alabama Building Finance Authority, established pursuant to Act No. 
658 of the 1961 Regular Session, which was obtained with funds derived 
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from the proceeds of bonds issued pursuant to this act, and the income 
therefrom, all lease agreements made by the authority, and all lease 
agreements made by the said Alabama Building Authority or the Ala- 
bama Building Finance Authority relative to property obtained with 
funds derived from the proceeds of bonds issued pursuant to this act, 
the recording of such lease agreements, and all bonds issued by the 
authority and the coupons applicable thereto and the income there- 
from and all lien notices filed with respect thereto shall be forever 
exempt from any and all taxation in the State of Alabama. 


Section 14. Bonds and Coupons Constitute Negotiable Instruments. 
All bonds issued by the authority, while not registered, shall be con- 
strued to be negotiable instruments even though they are payable from 
a limited source. All coupons applicable to any bonds issued by the 
authority, while the applicable bonds are not registered as to both 
principal and interest, shall likewise be construed to be negotiable in- 
struments although payable from a limited source. 


Section 15. Obligations Not a Debt of the State. All obligations in- 
curred by the authority and all bonds issued by it shall be solely and 
exclusively an obligation of the authority and shall not create an obliga- 
tion or debt of the State of Alabama. 


Section 16. Bonds of the Authority Lawful Security for State 
Deposits and Lawful Investment for Fiduciary Funds. Any bonds is- 
sued by the authority may be used by the holders thereof as security 
for deposits of any funds belonging to the state or to any instru- 
mentality, agency or political subdivision of the state in any instance 
where security for such deposits may be required or permitted by law. 
Any surplus in any state fund and any retirement or trust fund, where 
the investment thereof is permitted or required by law, may be in- 
vested in bonds issued by the authority. Unless otherwise directed by 
the court having jurisdiction thereof, or the document that is the source 
of authority, a trustee, executor, administrator, perphareate or one acting 


ment “powers ‘conferred by law ‘and with the exercise of rcaporable 
business prudence, invest trust funds in the bonds of the authority. 


Section 17. Use of Proceeds from Sale of Bonds. All proceeds de- 
rived from the sale of any bonds (except refunding bonds) sold by the 
authority remaining after payment of the expenses of issuance thereof 
shall be turned over to the state treasurer, shall be carried by him in 
a special account to the credit of the authority. Such account shall be 
subject to be drawn on by the authority, solely for the purposes of 
acquiring the building sites described hereinabove, the removal or 
renovation of existing structures on such property and the construction 
of parking facilities on such property; constructing and equipping of 
public office building facilities (including vehicle parking facilities) for 
the state highway department; altering, constructing additions to, im- 
proving and equipping the existing State Highway Building and all 
reasonable and necessary expenses incidental thereto, including interest 
which shall accrue on said bonds during the construction, renovation and 
removal of said building or buildings and for a period not exceeding 
six months thereafter, and of transferring to the Alabama Building 
Authority and the Alabama Building Finance Authority, respectively, 
the portions of the principal amount of the bonds provided in this act 
for each of such authorities to be used only for the purposes herein 
prescribed. Any balance of said proceeds thereafter remaining shall, 
upon completion of the projects for which the bonds were issued and 
the payment of all costs in connection therewith, be transferred to the 
reserve fund account of the authority. All proceeds from the sale of 
refunding bonds issued by the authority remaining after paying the 
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expenses of their issuance shall be used only for the purpose of refund- 
ing the principal of bonds of the authority theretofore issued under 
this act and then outstanding and of paying any premium that may be 
pecesety to be paid in order to redeem or retire the bonds to be re- 
‘unded. 


Section 18. Construction of Buildings. All buildings constructed 
by the authority hereby established or by the Alabama Building Au- 
thority or the Alabama Building Finance Authority shall be constructed 
according to plans and specifications of architects or engineers selected 
by the Building Commission created by Act No. 128 adopted at the 
1945 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama (hereinafter called 
“the commission”). Construction authorized in this act shall be done 
under the supervision and direction of the commission or any agency 
designated by the legislature as its successor, following award for each 
part of the work to the lowest responsible bidder after advertising for 
receipt and public opening of sealed bids; provided, that the invitations 
for bids and the bidding documents shall be so arranged that any al- 
ternates from the base bid shall constitute cumulative deductions from 
the base bid and in determining the lowest bidder, if funds are in- 
sufficient to construct the building on the lowest base bid, then the 
commission may proceed to consider the bids upon the basis of the 
base bids of all bidders minus the respective reductions stated for the 
first alternate, and if the lowest bid so determined is not then within 
the funds available, the commission shall proceed to consider the base 
bid minus the first and second alternates together to determine the 
lowest bid, and in like manner throughout all alternates, if need be, 
so that in no event shall there be any discretion as to which alternate 
or alternates will be used in determining the lowest responsible bidder. 
All such contracts shall be lump sum contracts. All contracts for the 
entire work shall be awarded at the same time but notice to proceed 
may be withheld until prior work under another contract has progressed 
to a point where the joint or following work can best be coordinated 
for the earliest completion of the entire project in a sound and work- 
manlike manner. The contract shall be executed by the authority upon 
the determination of the commission as to the lowest bidders, respective- 
ly. Payments made by the authority under the construction contracts 
shall be upon the contractor’s written sworn request only if endorsed 
as approved by the commission or in any lesser amount the commis- 
sion shall endorse as having been then earned on said contract. The 
authority and the commission shall agree to a construction cost estimate 
including reimbursement to the commission of its reasonable direct costs 
in having plans, specifications and contract documents prepared and in 
supervising and inspecting the work. After the contracts have been 
awarded such construction cost estimate shall be revised and all extras 
on the contracts shall be awarded within the funds available. As 
promptly as may be practicable after the effective date of this act, the 
commission shall proceed with the preparation of plans, specifications 
and bidding documents so that bids may be asked as near to ninety days 
after the effective date hereof as is possible. 


Section 19. Conveyance to Authority by State. The governor of 
Alabama is authorized to execute and deliver immediately before or 
simultaneously with the issuance of the first bonds of the authority an 
appropriate deed conveying to the authority parcel 3 of the Old Kilby 
Prison property and any land belonging to the state in the vicinity of 
the Capitol Building block, situated in the County of Montgomery, Ala- 
bama. Upon delivery of such deed to the authority it thereby shall be 
invested with all rights and title that the State of Alabama had in the 
property conveyed thereby, subject to the right of reverter to the state 
upon the dissolution of the authority. The consideration for said: con- 
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veyance shall be the authority’s agreement to reconvey said land to 
the State, with all improvements thereon free of charge, immediately 
before the dissolution of the authority. Since said land would other- 
wise remain unimproved, said consideration is hereby conclusively de- 
termined to be valuable, adequate and fair. Immediately prior to its 
dissolution the authority shall also convey to the State all other assets 
acquired by the authority, whether by purchase, gift, grant or other- 
wise, provided the terms of the grant are not violated thereby. 


Section 20. Creation of Fund for the Benefit of the Bonds. For 
the purpose of providing funds for the payment of the principal of 
and interest on the bonds issued by the authority under the provisions 
of this act, there is hereby created and irrevocably pledged to the pay- 
ment of such obligations a special and continuing trust fund which 
shall consist of all receipts and income from rents contracted for and 
received by the authority and also all the receipts and income from 
rents contracted for and received by the Alabama Building Authority 
and the Alabama Building Finance Authority under leases of the 
building or buildings constructed or renovated with the proceeds from 
the sale of the bonds. There shall be created within said special and 
continuing trust fund a reserve fund account of said authority in the 
state treasury in which shall be placed as a trust fund and held separate 
and apart from all other moneys of the state or of the authority, (1) 
any moneys left after the completion of the projects prescribed herein 
and the payment of all costs in connection therewith and in connection 
with the issuance of the bonds, and, (2) all excess rentals and other 
surplus income from the building or buildings constructed or renovated 
with the proceeds from the sale of the bonds remaining each fiscal year 
after payment of all charges and expenses of operating and maintaining 
such building or buildings during such fiscal year, including all pay- 
ments required to be made during such fiscal year with respect to the 
bonds issued for such building or buildings. Said reserve fund shall be 
held by the state treasurer in trust for the authority and the holders of 
its bonds and may be invested omly im securilies which are either 
direct obligations of the United States of America or fully guaranteed 
as to principal and interest by the United States of America. Said 
reserve fund shall be used (1) to pay, when due and payable, any in- 
stallment of principal or interest or both on the bonds for which said 
fund was created which cannot be paid out of current revenues or 
other moneys of the authority, and, (2) to pay any costs incurred by 
the authority, the Alabama Building Authority and the Alabama Build- 
ing Finance Authority in connection with any capitol improvements or 
renovations to any building or buildings constructed with the proceeds 
of the bonds authorized in this act. Said funds shall not be diverted or 
used for any other purpose. There shall also be created in said special 
and continuing trust fund an account thereof in which shall be deposited, 
segregated and held only the amounts reasonably estimated to be 
necessary for the maintenance, operation and upkeep of said buildings 
with all excess moneys at the end of each fiscal year being transferred 
to the reserve fund. 


Section 21. Pledge and Lien for Benefit of Bonds. In the pro- 
ceedings authorizing the issuance of any of its bonds, the authority is 
authorized and empowered to pledge for the payment of the principal 
of and interest on such bonds at the respective maturities of said prin- 
cipal and interest, and to agree to use solely for such purpose, all the 
revenues which under the provisions of Section 20 hereof are provided 
for the payment of the said principal and interest. In said proceedings 
the authority may further provide and create, as security for the pay- 
ment of said principal and interest, a statutory lien upon the buildings 
and properties for the acquisition and construction of which the bonds 
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are issued. Such statutory lien shall not be subject to foreclosure and, 
in the event of default in the payment of any such principal or interest, 
the remedies thereunder shall be limited to a remedy by way of man- 
damus and to the appointment, as a matter of right, by any court 
having equity powers and having jurisdiction over the authority, of 
a receiver in equity with all the powers of such a receiver, except 
the power to sell the said buildings and properties. Upon the issuance 
of any bonds pursuant to this act the authority shall file in the office 
of the judge of probate of Montgomery County, Alabama, an instru- 
ment reciting the issuance of such bonds and the pledge of said reve- 
nues and the creation of said statutory lien as security therefor, and the 
filing of such instrument shall constitute constructive notice of said 
pledge and lien. Such instrument shall be received and recorded by 
said judge of probate upon the payment of the fee for the recording of 
mortgages but no tax shall be payable with respect thereto. 


Section 22. State Treasurer to Disburse Funds. Out of the revenues 
referred to in Section 20 hereof, the state treasurer is authorized and 
directed to pay the principal of and interest on the bonds as such prin- 
cipal and interest shall respectively mature, and he is further authorized 
ane directed to set up and maintain appropriate records pertaining 
thereto. 


Section 23. Terms and Conditions of Leasing by Authority. The 
authority and the presiding officers of the Alabama Senate and the 
Alabama House of Representatives on behalf of the legislative branch 
of the State of Alabama, and the authority and the executive head of 
any agency, board, commission, public corporation, bureau or depart- 
ment of the State of Alabama, or the successor in office and duties of 
such executive head, are hereby authorized to enter into a lease or 
leases for the use and occupancy of offices, rooms, corridors, storage 
and other usable space in the building or buildings constructed by or 
maintained or renovated the authority under the provisions of this act. 
Such presiding officers and executive heads are hereby separately au- 
thorized to enter into lease agreements for the use and occupancy 
of any space in the said building or buildings. It is hereby expressly 
provided, however, that the authority shall not enter into any lease 
with the executive head of any agency, board, commission, public 
corporation, bureau, or department of the State of Alabama, so long as 
any space is vacant in the building or buildings presently owned by 
either Alabama Building Corporation or Alabama Building Authority 
or Alabama Building Finance Authority; provided, (a) that the re- 
striction contained in this sentence shail not apply to storage space 
in any building or buildings owned by Alabama Building Corporation if 
the board of directors of Alabama Building Corporation and the Gov- 
ernor agree that the available space in the building or buildings owned 
by Alabama Building Corporation is not suitable for the use of the 
agency desiring to lease other space, (b) that the restriction contained 
in this sentence shall not apply to storage space in any building or build- 
ings owned by Alabama Building Authority if the board of directors of 
Alabama Building Authority and the Governor agree that the available 
space in the building or buildings owned by Alabama Building Au- 
thority is not suitable for the use of the agency desiring to lease other 
space, (c) that the restriction contained in this sentence shall not apply 
to storage space in any building or buildings owned by Alabama Build- 
ing Finance Authority if the board of directors of Alabama Building 
Finance Authority and the Governor agree that the available space in 
the building or buildings owned by Alabama Building Finance Au- 
thority is not suitable for the use of the agency desiring to lease other 
space and (d) that the restriction contained in this sentence shall not 
apply to leases executed by either of such presiding officers. The au- 
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thority may also enter into leases with individuals whose names have 
been submitted to and approved by the Legislative Building Committee 
with respect to concession space such as space for a cafeteria, lunch 
room, or vending machines, if it shall determine that such concession 
will not interfere with, but will better serve, the occupants of the 
office building or buildings owned by the authority. No free space 
shall be available in any of the said buildings so long as the principal 
of or interest on any bonds, including refunding bonds, issued by the 
authority remains unpaid. Should any space become vacant in any 
building constructed by the authority, and should no suitable space be 
available in any of the buildings presently owned by either Alabama 
Building Corporation or Alabama Building Authority or Alabama 
Building Finance Authority, then no agency, board, bureau, commis- 
sion, public corporation or department of the State of Alabama shall 
rent any further space or renew any lease for space in or about the 
City of Montgomery for office use or storage space until after all of 
the vacant space in the buildings owned by the authority shall have 
been filled; provided, that the foregoing restrictions in this sentence 
shall not apply to storage space only if the board of directors of the 
authority and the Governor agree that the space in the buildings owned 
by the authority is not suitable for the use of an agency desiring to 
lease other space. It is further provided that the authority shall lease 
space in such buildings only to presently existing state agencies which 
are currently leasing office space from private business. It is hereby 
covenanted that no building hereafter built shall be required to be oc- 
cupied by any state agency other than the agency for which such later 
constructed building is expressly built until the space in the buildings 
constructed by the authority is filled, and that whenever space in the 
buildings constructed by the authority is, or is about to become, vacant, 
uneconomic reconditioning of other office quarters will not be under- 
taken if leasing space in the buildings constructed by the authority is 
more advantageous to the agency in question. 

Leases between the authority and the legislative branch of the State 
of Alabama or any statc agency shall be in such form as noi to con- 
stitute a debt of the State of Alabama. Any such lease may contain 
and grant to the lessee therein successive options of renewing the said 
lease on the terms specified therein for any subsequent fiscal year, pro- 
vided that liability for the payment of the rent shall never be for a 
term longer than one fiscal year. Any such lease may contain appro- 
priate provisions as to the method by which the lessee may, at its elec- 
tion, exercise any of the said options of renewal. Any grants received 
by any lessee from the federal government for the making of rental 
payments, to the fullest extent permitted by the conditions thereto at- 
tached, shall be held in the state treasury in a special account to be 
automatically transferred, when available, to the special trust fund of 
the authority. To the extent that there is any state appropriation for 
the rental of the space so represented by a federal grant, said state 
appropriation shall lapse pro tanto for the period of rental payment 
represented by said federal grant. 


Rental payments by the legislative branch of the State of Alabama 
and by state agencies shall be due in advance on the first day of the 
fiscal year and shall upon being so paid entitle the branch or the agency 
to quiet possession and maintenance, repairs, utilities and other cus- 
tomary office building services, as agreed on in the applicable lease 
for the remainder of said fiscal year. The rental payment for the first 
year or part of a year shall be due and payable when the authority 
notifies the tenant that the space is tenantable, and the rent for the re- 
mainder of the then current fiscal year shall be prorated in the same 
proportion as the number of days then remaining in the then current 
fiscal year bears to the total number of days in such fiscal year. 
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Section 24. Terms and Conditions of Leasing by Alabama Building 
Authority and by Alabama Building Finance Authority. The Alabama 
Building Authority and the executive head of any agency, board, com- 
mission, public corporation, bureau or department of the State of Ala- 
bama, or the successor in office and duties of such executive head are 
hereby authorized to enter into a lease or leases for the use and oc- 
cupancy of offices, rooms, corridors, storage and other usable space 
in an addition annex or enlargement authorized under this act to the 
building or buildings heretofore acquired, constructed, renovated main- 
tained and operated by such Alabama Building Authority. All such 
leases shall be made on the same terms and same conditions that apply 
to leases of the existing office building facilities acquired, constructed, 
ot anes and operated pursuant to Act No. 205 of the Regular Session 
fe) 5. 


The Alabama Building Finance Authority and the executive head 
of any agency, board, commission, public corporation, bureau or depart- 
ment of the State of Alabama, or the successor in office and duties of 
such executive head are hereby authorized to enter into a lease or 
leases for the use and occupancy of offices, rooms, corridors, storage 
and other usable space in an addition, annex or enlargement authorized 
under this act to the building or buildings heretofore acquired, con- 
structed, maintained and operated by such Alabama Building Finance 
Authority. All such leases shall be made on the same terms and con- 
ditions that apply to leases of the existing office building, facilities ac- 
quired, constructed, maintained or operated pursuant to Act No. 658 
of the Regular Session of 1961. 


The Alabama Building Authority and the Alabama Building Finance 
Authority shall, each agree to pay over to the Alabama Capital Building 
Authority all the revenues, which under Section 20 of this act are pro- 
vided for the payment of the principal and interest on such of the bonds 
of said Alabama Capitol Building Authority as are issued to obtain 
funds for the acquisition, construction and equipping of the facilities 
from which the revenues are derived. 


Section 25. Presumption of Validity of Bonds and Publication of 
Notice Thereof. Any resolution authorizing any bonds hereunder shall 
contain a recital that they are issued pursuant to the provisions of this 
act, which recital shall be conclusive evidence that said bonds have 
been duly authorized pursuant to the provisions of this act, notwith- 
standing the provisions of any other law now in force or hereafter en- 
acted or amended. Upon the passage of any resolution providing for the 
issuance of bonds under the provisions of this act, the authority may, 
in its discretion, cause to be published once in each of two consecutive 
weeks in a newspaper published and having general circulation in the 
City of Montgomery a notice in substantially the following form (the 
blanks being first properly filled in): 


“Alabama Capitol Building Authority, an agency of the State of 
Alabama, on the ________ day _ of 
adopted a resolution providing for the issuance of —________ SS 
dollars principal amount of bonds of said authority. Any action or pro- 
ceeding questioning the validity of said resolution or said bonds or the 
pledge and agreements made in said resolution for the benefit thereof, 
or the proceedings under which said bonds, pledge and agreements were 
authorized, must be commenced within twenty days after the first publi- 
cation of this notice.

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Any action or proceeding in any court seeking to set aside or in- 
validate a resolution providing for the issuance of bonds under the 
provisions of this act or to contest the validity of any such bonds, or 
the validity of any pledge or agreement made therefor, must be com- 
menced within twenty (20) days after the first publication of said 
notice.

The committee shall have subpoena power and the power to punish 
for contempt of a committee of the Legislature. 


Upon the request of the chairman, the secretary of the senate and 
the clerk of the house shall provide such clerical assistance as may be 
necessary for the committee’s work. 
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The committee shall report its findings, conclusions and recom- 
mendations for implementation to the legislature at such date of the 1977

Member num- 
ber three shall hold office for a term of six years and until his successor 
has been appointed and has qualified. His successors shall hold office 
for terms of six years each beginning at the ends of the legal terms, as 
distinguished from the possible holdover terms, of their respective 
predecessors. In the event of a vacancy on the board occasioned by 
death, resignation, impeachment or other cause, such vacancy shall be 
filled by the citizens supervisory commission for the then unexpired 
term. The chairman of the board shall receive seventy five dollars for 
each meeting of the board attended by him and seventy five dollars 
per day for attendance upon trials and hearings, subject to the limita- 
tions set forth below.

Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 1, no 
bank may open, establish, operate, or maintain a branch bank, branch 
office or other place of business (other than the bank’s main office) in 
the following geographical area: 


Begin at a point on the Westerly side of Shelby County, Alabama, 
adjoining Bibb County, Alabama, where said point is intersected by 
Shelby County Highway No. 54, and run along said last named high- 
way in a Northerly direction to the center line of Shelby County High- 
way No. 22; thence in an Easterly direction along the center line of 
said County Highway No. 22 to the center line of old 2-lane paved State 
Highway No. 31; thence in an Easterly direction along the center line of 
Shelby County Highway No. 70 to its intersection with Shelby County 
Highway No. 42; thence in a Southerly and Easterly direction along the 
center line of said County Highway No. 42 to its intersection with the 
Northwesterly edge of Coosa River at its present level; thence along 
the Northwesterly edge of said river to its intersection with the North 
line of Chilton County, Alabama; thence in a Westerly direction along 
the North line of said Chilton County to its intersection with the East 
line of Section 17, Township 22, Range 4 W, being South of and near 
the town of Wilton, Alabama; thence South along said Section 17 and 
a small part of Section 20 to the Bibb County line; thence along same 
in a Westerly and Northwesterly direction to said County Road No. 54, 
being the point of beginning.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment of Amendment CCXXXIX of 
the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended by Amendment 
CCCXIV, is proposed to become valid as a part of the Constitution 
when approved by a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon 
and upon proclamation of the Governer: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


1. As used in this amendment, these terms have the meanings 
here given them: “service district” means a district for which this 
amendment provides; “expenses” means the expenses of establishing 
a district and providing the services and facilities the district is au- 
thorized to provide; and “county governing body” means the governing 
body of Jefferson County. 


2. The county governing body may provide for the formaticn of 
service districts in Jefferson County for any of the following purposes: 
to establish and maintain a system to fight or prevent fires and to 
furnish medical rescue services; to establish and maintain a system to 
collect and dispose of garbage and trash; and to provide park and 
recreational facilities; provided, however, that no territory lying within 
the limits of a municipal corporation at the time of the establishment 
of any such district shall be included within such district; and pro- 
vided, further, that no such district shall be established unless the 
establishment thereof has been first approved by the qualified electors 
residing within the proposed district at an election held as provided

The district expenses shall be paid for by the proceeds of serv- 
ice charges or property taxes for which paragraphs 4 and 5, below, pro- 
vide or by a combination of such proceeds; provided, however, that 
any funds received from the federal or state government may be used 
to pay such expenses. 


4, Subject to the conditions stated in paragraph 6, below, the 
governing body of a district may by resolution levy service charges to 
pay the expenses of the district.

5. Subject to the conditions stated in paragraph 6, below, the 
county governing body may by ordinance levy a tax on all taxable 
property in any district in addition to any other tax authorized by law, 
to pay the expenses of the district. 


The taxes levied under this paragraph 5 shall be subject to the 
laws of the state providing for the following: the time for the levy 
and the payment of such taxes; the place of the payment of such 
taxes; the interest and penalties payable on such taxes not paid when 
due; ne lien for the taxes; and the remedies for collection of such taxes 
unpaid. 


6. No service charge or tax provided for by this amendment shall 
become effective unless before the creation of the district involved such 
service charge or tax shall have been approved at an election in the 
territory proposed to be established as a district held at the time of 
the election on establishing the proposed district or unless after the 
establishment of the district the following shall have occurred: 


(1) the governing body adopting the resolution or ordinance shall 
have published the same in a newspaper of general circulation in the 
district involved; 


(2) thirty (30) days shall have elapsed since the publication of 
such resolution or ordinance; and 


(3) one of these two events, called Event A and Event B, shall 
have occurred: Event A: Thirty days following the said publication 
shall have passed without any petition for an election being filed under 
the ordinance paragraph 7, below, requires; Event B: At an election 
called under said ordinance the proposed service charge or tax shall 
have been approved. 


7. The provisions of this paragraph 7 shail be subject to the condi- 
tions and limitations of paragraph 11, below. The county governing 
body shall adopt ordinances providing for elections to be held on the 
question of the establishment of districts in the unincorporated areas 
of the county and on the question of levying service charges or taxes 
to pay the expenses. The county governing body shall adopt an ordi- 
nance, or ordinances, governing elections on the question of the creation 
of proposed districts in the unincorporated areas of the county and on 
the question of whether a proposed service charge or tax shall be levied. 
Such ordinances shall provide for the following: the form of petition 
for such election; the number of qualified electors residing in the dis- 
trict or in the proposed district required to sign the petition to secure 
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such election; the conduct of the election and the time allowed for filing 
such petition in the office of the Probate Judge of the county, which 
time shall not be less than 30 days following the publication of the 
resolution or ordinance as required by paragraph 6, above. 


8. The provisions of this paragraph 8 shall be subject to the con- 
ditions and limitations of paragraph 11, below. The county governing 
body by ordinance may provide for the enlargement of a district by 
the addition of territory thereto, subject to the following conditions: 
(1) No territory lying within a municipal corporation at the time of 
such enlargement s be added to a district; (2) subject to (3), next 
below, no territory shall be added unless the qualified electors thereof 
have approved the addition of such territory to the district; (3) the 
county governing body may provide a procedure whereby territory 
will be included in a district upon the written petition for its inclusion 
signed by a least seventy percent (70%) of the qualified electors re- 
siding within said territory. 


9. The provisions of this paragraph 9 shall be subject to the con- 
ditions and limitations of paragraph 11, below. The county governing 
body shall enact ordinances providing for the administration of the 
affairs of the district by the county governing body, the governing body 
of the district, or by any agency of the county and empowering the 
body administering the affairs of the district to levy and collect service 
charges provided for in paragraph 4, above, and the county governing 
body to levy the taxes provided for in paragraph 5, above, subject to the 
restrictions and conditions imposed by this amendment and such addi- 
tional restrictions and conditions as the county governing body, by ordi- 
nance, may impose. 


10. The county governing body, by ordinance, may provide for 
the issuance of bonds for such districts with or without an election; 
provided, however, that all bonds issued hereunder shall be payable 
only out of the proceeds of the service charges and taxes authorized 
hereby, and no such bond shall be a general obligation of the county. 


11. The legislature may, from time to time, adopt laws governing 
service districts, including laws repealing any ordinance of the county 
governing body inconsistent with any law enacted by the legislature 
prior to the adoption of this amendment. If there is any inconsistency 
between any law enacted by the legislature after adoption of this amend- 
ment and any ordinance adopted by the county governing body, the 
law shall prevail over such ordinance. In order for a law enacted 
subsequent to the adoption of this amendment to prevail over any 
ordinance in conflict with such law, repeal of such ordinance shall not 
be necessary, but such repeal of the conflicting ordinance shall be 
permissible. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered 
to be held on the same date as the first constitutional amendment 
election held after the expiration of three months from final adjourn- 
ment of the 1977 regular session of the legislature. The election shall 
be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of 
the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter 1, Article 17, 
Title 17, of the Code of Alabama 1940. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation 
shall be published once a week for four successive weeks next pre- 
ceding the day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county 
of the State. If a newspaper is not published in the county, a copy of 
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the notice shall be posted at the courthouse and in three other places 
in the county.

I am returning to you, the Body in which it originated, House Bill 
1134 without my signature and approval and with the following sug- 
gested Executive Amendments. 


It is my suggestion that this Bill be amended by deleting the title 
in its entirety, and substituting in lieu thereof the following: 


To provide for a pay increase for sworn law enforcement officers 
with full peace officer authority in the service of the State, to provide 
security by the Department of Public Safety to any former governor 
who has sustained bodily injury as a result of a criminal act or another, 
and to appropriate necessary funds. 


I further suggest that Section 1 be deleted in its entirety, and 
substitute in lieu thereof the following:

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance, and 
development of public education in Alabama and for debt service and 
capital improvements for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1978.

The Minimum Program Fund, which in accordance with the statutes 
and regulations of the State Board of Education relating to the expendi- 
ture of such fund, shall be used for providing a minimum term and for 
the equalization of educational opportunity in the public schools of the 
State.

(650) are provided for the reduction of the class size in grades 1-6, The 
Alabama Education Study Commission and the State Department of Edu- 
cation shall have the authority to insure that the intent of the Legislature 
is implemented. 


All special education units other than the early childhood and 
multi-system units, and units to reduce the number of pupils in grades 
1-6 shall be allocated to local school systems of the basis of enrollment. 
Units earned by a system on this basis which are not used by such sys- 
tem may be reallocated to other systems except those units necessary to 
guarantee school systems not less than the number of units allocated to 
them during the 1976-77 school year. 


In addition to the three thousand two hundred fifty (3250) special 
education units now provided through the minimum program, there is 
hereby provided the sum of fifteen million dollars ($15,000,000) to be 
used in the area of special education. The funds to provide for this pro- 
gram are included under the programmatic appropriations of Section 3, 
16, (aa) Minimum Program and the wording in this section (bb) is for 
explanation purposes only and is not intended to be construed to be a 
second funding. These funds shall be allocated by the State Board of 
Education on a formula developed by the State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation and his staff. Each local board of education shall submit a proposal 
to the State Superintendent of Education for the use of funds allocated 
to its system which must be approved by the State Superintendent of 
Education before such funds are disbursed. The proposals may include, 
but not limited to, any or all of the following: (1) Additional teachers, 
(2) Teacher Aides, (3) Materials, supplies and instructional equipment, 
(4) Modifications and renovations of buildings (including eliminations 
of architectural barriers). 


Job descriptions and qualifications of teacher aides shall be de- 
termined by the State Superintendent of Education. Also, none of the 
teacher unit positions may be filled by teachers not certified as qualified 
Special Education teachers. i Be, PEG a 


The State Superintendent, through his staff, shall monitor programs 
to assure that the purposes for which these funds are provided are car- 
ried out on the approved plan. ; 


- The five hundred (500) teacher, units provided in Act No. 197, Regu- 
lar Session, 1976, Section, 3, H, are herewith transferred to the Minimum 
Program and shall be allocated according to a formula provided by the 
State Department of Education. The same benefits provided for other 
minimum program units shall be provided for the driver education units. 


Two hundred (200) kindergarten units are herewith provided the 
phasing in of the kindergarten program during the specified fiscal year 
shall be dispersed with the kindergarten teacher units being at least 
equal to the amount received by the respective local school boards dur- 
ing the preceeding fiscal year. In addition thereto, all local school boards 
shall receive all kindergarten teacher units now supplied by federal 
funds if these programs continue to be federally funded. 


(cc) Two hundred and fifty dollars ($250) per teacher unit for grades 
K-6 and three hundred dollars ($300) per teacher unit for grades 7-12 
is hereinabove appropriated to the State Board of Education for all 
teachers employed. (except ESEA Title I, Title III, and Title IV teachers 
and ESAA teachers) and shall be allocated to each county and city 
board of education for the purchase of instructional supplies, materials, 
and equipment, excluding furniture and fixtures. Each local county and 
city board of education shall allocate to the schools in their respective 
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systems an amount as set forth hereinabove for each teacher unit in 
such school provided from funds from the State. The faculty and principal 
of each school shall cooperatively develop and recommend to the super- 
intendent the amount to be allocated to each teacher for the operation 
of the instructional program within the school. The local school board 
shall approve or disapprove requisitions for purchases from these funds 
and shall issue purchase orders and handle all fnancial transactions in 
compliance with this section. It is the intent of the legislature that no 
fees shall be collected in the future in courses required for graduation. 
In non-required courses local school boards may set reasonable fees for 
courses requiring laboratory and shop materials and equipment; pro- 
vided however, such fees shall be waived for students who cannot afford 
to pay the fees. This section shall not be construed to prohibit com- 
munity groups or clubs from fund raising activities; provided, however, 
that students shall not be required to participate in such fund raising 
activities. Any funds provided herein not expended during the fiscal 
year shall revert to the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


(dd) It is provided that in addition to all units earned by the local 
school system under the Minimum Program Fund calculation one (1) 
extra unit or fraction thereof shall be awarded for each aggregate of 
fifteen (15) units or fraction thereof earned in said Minimum Program 
Fund calculation on regular units. The local school system shall assign 
to each school within the system at least the number of teacher units 
earned by that school using the Minimum Program Fund calculation and 
the additional units earned through the one (1) to fifteen (15) ratio as 
set forth herein. No school system may reduce the amount of money 
expended from local funds for teachers during the school year 1976-77 
except in instances where all schools within the system are accredited 
or have met every requirement of accreditation with respect to teacher/ 
pupil ratios. The local school system shall furnish the State Department 
of Education and the Education Study Commission such information as 
may be necessary to determine that the provisions of this section have 
been implemented. These agencies shall jointly report to the State Board 
of Education the implementation of the above provisions by December 
31, 1977, and to the Legislature by the first legislative day of the next 
regular session. 


(ee) The appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Program 
provides for two (2) days personal leave at $17.00 per teacher unit for 
each teacher earned under the Minimum Program formula to be granted 
upon request of the teacher and administered by the State Board of 
Education and by local school boards under procedures governing sick 
leave for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1978. 


(ff) Of the appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Pro- 
gram, there is hereby appropriated the sum of two hundred forty-seven 
dollars and twenty cents ($247.20) per annum per teacher, administrative, 
or supervisory unit as located under the Minimum Program, Vocational 
Education Program and any other units paid from State or local funds 
to provide hospital-medical insurance assistance. No portion of the funds 
herein appropriated for employee hospital-medical insurance may be 
used to pay premiums for any group insurance policy that is available 
only to members of any private organization. 


Provided further that any professional employee eligible for hos- 
pital-medical assistance who may be subject to coordination of benefits 
because of their coverage for hospital-medical assistance by carrier other 
than those selected under this act, be protected from such coordination 
of benefits to the extent provided by regulation No. 56 of Alabama De- 
partment of Insurance. It Being the intent of this appropriation to provide 
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hospital-medical insurance assistance to those qualified professional em- 
ployees in the amount set forth in this appropriation and such insurance 
coverage not to be subject to coordination of benefits. 


The funds hereinabove shall be made available to local boards of 
education with a majority of the local participating professional em- 
ployees selecting the plan(s) and the carrier(s) of the hospital-medical 
insurance in that system. Any funds not used in the fiscal year shall 
revert to the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


(gg) In allocating the funds in sub-section (a) the State Board of 
Education shall allot as follows: 


The amount necessary for the payment of Board of Adjustment 
awards in accordance with the Minimum Program statutes and regula- 
tions. 


For “Other Current Expenses” a sum not to exceed $1,695.57 for 
each earned teacher unit. 


For Principal Supplement the sum shall not exceed $72.00 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


For Capital Improvements the sum shall not exceed $64.87 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


Sick leave days shall be paid at the rate of not more than $17.00 per 
day. The salary allotment shall be made in accordance with the schedule 
set out hereinabove. 


The above appropriation contained in sub-section (a) Local Boards 
shall include an allotment for transportation in accordance with the 
formula adopted by the State Board of Education for the distribution of 
the funds to be used for transportation purposes but shall not exceed 
the sum of $26,066,490. 


The appropriation hereinabove set out for the fiscal year 1977-78 is 
based on 31,057 teacher units. 


It is provided in the event there are more than 31,057 earned teacher 
units for the fiscal year 1977-78, then such amounts as are necessary to 
pay for these excess teacher units is hereby appropriated. 


It is further provided that in the event that there be less earned 
teacher units than those set out above than the amount that would have 
been necessary to pay for these earned teacher units shall not be al- 
lotted or paid. The appropriations hereinabove made for maintenance is 
to be allocated for repairs and renovation of the various school systems 
based on an earned teacher unit basis. 


(hh) It is provided that from the appropriation hereinabove made 
the State Board of Education shall provide beginning with the fiscal 
year ending September 30, 1978, that in addition to all salary now re- 
ceived and all local increments due, all teachers under the Minimum 
Program shall receive salary increases as follows: Teachers holding 
Rank “AA” certificates not less than one thousand three hundred sixty 
dollars ($1,360) per annum; Rank I teachers not less than one thousand 
two hundred forty-five dollars ($1,245) per annum; Rank II teachers 
not less than one thousand one hundred thirty dollars ($1,130) per 
annum; Rank III teachers not less than one thousand fifteen dollars 
($1,015) per annum; Rank IV teachers not less than nine hundred dollars 
($900) per annum. These increases are for teachers with one hundred 
eighty-day contracts. Additional pro rata salary increases shall be 
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granted for teachers whose contracts extend beyond one hundred eighty 
days. All teachers employed from funds other than the Minimum Pro- 
gram shall receive equal compensation based upon the rank of certificate. 
Any county or city board of education failing to comply herewith shall 
not be entitled to share in the Minimum Program. 


(ii) In addition to local salary now received and all local increments 
due for the 1977-78 school year, all full-time employees of. city and 
county boards of education and all full-time employees in the schools 
under their jurisdiction with the exception of those persons listed on the 
official Teachers’ Institute List shall receive a salary increase of not less 
than five hundred dollars ($500) per annum. All adult school bus drivers 
shall receive a salary increase of not less than five hundred dollars 
($500) per annum and all student school bus drivers shall receive a 
salary increase of not less than three hundred dollars ($300) per annum 
and any county or city board of education failing to comply herewith 
shall not be entitled to share in the Minimum Program Fund. 


(jj) The $800,000 appropriated in (aa) is to provide sick leave for all 
bus drivers and full-time, non-certificated personnel employed by city 
and county boards of education and the schools under their jurisdiction 
and for the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind. The boards of con- 
trol of city and county school systems and the Alabama Institute for 
Deaf and Blind shall provide for the payment for all bus drivers and 
full-time support personnel who are non-certificated educational em- 
ployees for absences resulting from sickness, accidents or some other 
unavoidable cause which prevents such employee from discharging his/ 
her duties, and provided, that any employee not utilizing or being paid 
for sick leave in any one year may accumulate days at the rate of one 
day per month for the months employed and carry over the unutilized 
days to the next consecutive year or years of employment for the same 
school system or institution or for any other school system or institution 
in which the employee may later be employed until he/she shall ac- 
cumulate a maximum of ninety days. The reasons for granting sick leave 
shall be the same as those for teachers. No reimbursement shall be paid 
to any local school board or to the Board of the Alabama Institute. for 
Deaf and Blind unless a substitute has been hired and paid in the absence 
of any employee who is entitled to sick leave as provided herein. 


(kk) Of the amount appropriated in Section 3, A, 16, (aa) ‘to the 
State Board of Education for distribution of local boards the sum of 
three million eight hundred seventy-three thousand five hundred dollars 
($3,873,500), is allocated for disbursement to local boards of education 
to provide and increase of five hundred dollars ($500) to each lunchroom 
worker in the public schools of the state. This salary increase shall be 
paid to all lunchroom personnel in addition to the local salary now re- 
ceived and any local salary increments due for the 1977-78 school’ year.

Also each certificated employee shall be allowed to hundred forty 
seven dollars and twenty cents ($247.20) to provide hospital-medical 
insurance assistance.

B. PUBLIC SCHOOL FUND: 


For the Public School Fund all funds derived from the levy of the 
special annual tax of thirty cents on each one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
of taxable property in this State for the support and maintenance of the 
public schools and from other funds mentioned and enumerated in 
Sections 257, 258 and 260 of the Constitution in 1901; and the amount 
appropriated from all other funds as is now provided by law, provided, 
however, not more than four percent of all funds appropriated in this 
Section shall be used or expended otherwise than for the payment of 
teachers employed in such schools. 


Section 14. The State Superintendent of Education shall make 
requisition on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary 
in accordance with the law and rules and regulations governing the 
expenditure or disbursement of any and all funds provided for in this 
Act, whereupon the Comptroller, shall issue his warrant therefor; pro- 
vided, that all appropriations and funds made available to the University 
of Alabama, Alabama A & M University, Alabama State University, 
Auburn University, Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, Alabama 
Educational Television Commission, Jacksonville State University, Liv- 
ingston State University, University of Montevallo, University of North 
Alabama, University of South Alabama, State Social Security Board, 
Teachers’ Retirement System, Troy State University, and the Youth 
Services Board by the provisions of this Act shall be paid by request to 
the Comptroller made in the manner now provided by law. 


Section 15. That nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or 
repeal any law authorizing or permitting any college, school or other 
educational or eleemosynary institution of the State to receive, collect 
or disburse any fees, tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income 
therefrom, which it now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, 
collect or disburse. The receiving college, school or institution shall either 
maintain separate accounts for such receipts or shall maintain a system 
of accounting which will show a cash flow of such receipts received 
under the provision of this appropriation. 


Section 16. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any portion, 
paragraph, sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this Act, or all or 
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any portion of any appropriation or appropriations herein made, be held 
unconstitutional or invalid, such holding shall not affect any other sec- 
tion, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this Act, or any 
other appropriation or portion thereof made not in and of itself uncon- 
stitutional or invalid. 


Section 17. This Act shall become effective on October 1, 1977.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The title and Section 4 of Act No. 1381, H. 2294 of the 
1971 Regular Session (Acts 1971, Vol. III, p. 2327), as amended, are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“An Act Relating to Bibb County, providing further for the election 
of members of the governing body of said county, and setting the com- 
pensation for such officers, and the Sheriff of Bibb County, payable from 
the county treasury. 


“Section 4. Each commissioner of the county governing body, other 
than the chairman, shall receive a monthly salary of $500 and $300 per 
month expense allowance, payable from the county treasury. The chair-

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend further Sections 1, 4, 6, 7, 9, 11, 12, 14, 16, 23 and 28 and 
to repeal Section 29 of Act No. 78, S. 72, Special Session 1961 (Acts 
1961, p. 1955), relating to cosmetology in any county having a population 
of less than 600,000 according to the last or any subsequent federal 
decennial census, so as to further provide for the service area, com- 
pensation and expenses of members of the board; and to further regulate 
the teaching and practice of cosmetology. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Sections 1, 4, 6, 7, 9, 11, 12, 14, 16, 23 and 28 of Act No. 
78, S. 72, Special Session 1961 (Acts 1961, p. 1955), are hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 1. (a) ‘Cosmetology’ as used in this act is hereby defined 
to mean any one and/or combination of practices generally and usually, 
heretofore and hereafter performed by, and known as the profession of 
beauty culturists, or cosmeticians, or cosmetologists, or hairdressers, or of 
any other person holding him or herself out as practicing cosmetology 
by what ever designation and within the meaning of this act and in/and 
upon whatever place or premises; and in particular cosmetology shall be 
defined and shall include—but otherwise not be limited thereby—the 
following or any one or a combination of practices, to-wit: Arranging, 
dressing, curling, waving, cleansing, cutting, singeing, bleaching, color- 
ing, or similar work, upon the hair of any person, by any means, and/or 
with hand or mechanical or electrical apparatus or appliances, or by the 
use of cosmetic preparations, antiseptics, tonics, lotions, creams, or other- 
wise, massaging, cleansing, stimulating, manipulating, exercising, beauti- 
fying, or similar work, the scalp, face, neck, arms, hands, bust, or upper 
part of the body, or manicuring the nails of any person. 


“(b) ‘Cosmetologist’ shall mean any person, not an apprentice or a 
student, following or practicing cosmetology on members of the general 
public for compensation not owning or managing a beauty shop or 
school of cosmetology, and who shall have the qualifications hereinafter 
provided for a cosmetologist. 


“(¢c) ‘Managing cosmetologist’ shall mean a cosmetologist who man- 
ages or conducts a beauty shop or school of cosmetology. 
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“(d) ‘Manicurist’ shall mean any person who engages only ‘in the 
practice of manicuring the nails of any person. at 


“(e) ‘Apprentice’ shall mean any person who is engaged in the 
learning or acquiring of any or all practices of cosmetology and while so 
learning, performs or assists in any of the practices of cosmetology in a 
shop registered or licensed under this act. 


“(f) ‘Student’ shall mean any person who is engaged in the learning 
or acquiring of any or all the practices of cosmetology and while so 
learning, performs or assists in any of the practices of cosmetology in a 
school registered or licensed under this act under the instruction or im- 
mediate supervision of an instructor, licensed as such under this act. 


“(g) ‘Instructor’ shall mean any person who is a cosmetologist and 
who teaches cosmetology or any practices thereof in a duly registered 
school of cosmetology, provided, however, that nothing contained herein 
shall apply to any instructor employed as a teacher in a school or class 
executed by a public school board of education. 


“(h) ‘Student instructor’ shall mean a cosmetologist who is re- 
ceiving instructions in teacher’s training in a duly registered school of 
cosmetology. 


“(i) ‘Beauty shop’ shall mean any place or part thereof, wherein 
cosmetology or any of its practices are followed, whether such place is 
known or designated as a cosmetician, cosmetological or beauty shop or 
establishment or whether the person practicing cosmetology therein 
holds himself out as a cosmetician, cosmetologist or beauty culturist, 
or by any other name or designation indicating that cosmetology is 
practiced therein. All beauty shops shall have a managing cosmetologist 
on duty five days a week. 


“(j) ‘School of cosmetology’ shall mean any place or part thereof, 
wherein cosmetology or any of its practices are taught, whether such 
place or establishment is known or designated as a cosmetician, cos- 
metological or beauty culture school or establishment, or by any other 
name or designation, indicating that cosmetology is taught therein to 
students, provided, however, that nothing contained herein shall apply 
to any school or class operated by a public school board of education. 


“(k) ‘Place of cosmetology’ for the purpose of this act, shall mean 
such place wherein cosmetology is practiced on the members of the 
general public for compensation; and such place wherein cosmetology is 
taught to students shall hereinafter be considered as a school of cos- 
metology; provided, however, that any appropriate name herein men- 
tioned may be used for either such beauty shop or for such school of 
cosmetology, respectively but such name shall be displayed upon or 
over the entrance door or doors of such place designating it as a beauty 
shop or school of cosmetology as the case may be, within the meaning 
of this act. Either of such establishments shall be entirely distinct and 
separated from any living quarters, but may be housed under the same 
roof. If a beauty shop is conducted in a home in a zone or district in a 
municipality in which the display of such name is forbidden by municipal 
ordinance or by other duly adopted zoning rule or regulation, signs 
designating the beauty shop or school of cosmetology may be omitted. 
Any shop in operation on September 20, 1957, upon proof that sanitary 
measures are being complied with, shall be exempt from the provisions 
of this subsection, provided that such exemption shall not apply if the 
ownership or location of the shop is changed. Each such establishment 
shall be entirely distinct and permanently separated from any living 
quarters. 
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“(1) ‘Demonstrator’ shall mean any person who is not licensed in 
this state as a cosmetologist or instructor and who demonstrates for 
purposes of selling or advertising any cosmetic preparation by applying 
the same with his or her hands upon the hair or body of another person, 
and shall be required to obtain a license from the board before making 
such demonstration. The requirements for the issuance of a demon- 
strator’s license are a health card, two photographs, a notarized appli- 
cation and fee of $10.00 as hereinafter provided for. 


“(m) ‘Board’ as that term shall be used in this act shall mean and 
refer to the Alabama board of cosmetology, as hereinafter provided for. 


“(n) ‘Cosmetic studio’ is defined as any place or premises where 
demonstrators give demonstrations for the purpose of advertising and 
selling cosmetics. It shall be necessary for any cosmetic studio to apply 
to the board for a certificate of registration for a cosmetic studio, said 
application to be upon a form prescribed by the board. 


“Section 4. There is hereby created the Alabama board of cos- 
metology, to consist of seven persons, citizens of this state for at least 
(5) years prior to their appointment, for the purpose of carrying out 
and enforcing the provisions of this act. Such board shall be appointed by 
the governor and no two board members shall be residents of the same 
congressional district of the state of Alabama. The members of the 
board shall be at least twenty five (25) years of age, must have had at 
least five (5) years practical experience in the majority of the practices 
of cosmetology. The board provided for in this section shall be in lieu of 
the board provided for in Act No. 653, Regular Session 1957, as amended 
and the individual members composing the former board shall be and 
constitute the membership of the new board until their respective terms 
expire as provided by said Act No. 653, as amended. Thereafter, board 
members shall be appointed for terms of five years. Vacancies on the 
board shall be filled by the governor for the unexpired term. Only one 
member of the board shall be a member of or affiliated with a school of 
cosmetology. Said board may do all things necessary and convenient for 
enforcing the provisions of this act. The board may from time to time 
promulgate necessary rules and regulations compatible with the pro- 
visions of this act. Any board member may be removed by the governor 
for just cause. The Alabama Board of Cosmetology shall consist of seven 
persons, citizens of this state for at least five (5) years prior to their 
appointment, for the purpose of carrying out and enforcing the provisions 
of this act. Such board shall be appointed by the Governor. One member 
of such board shall reside in one of the following counties and shall be 
deemed to represent all of these counties, Mobile, Washington, Clark, 
Monroe, Wilcox, Choctaw, another member shall reside in one of the 
following counties and shall be deemed to represent all of these counties— 
Montgomery, Lowndes, Butler, Crenshaw, Pike, Covington, Conecuh, 
Escambia, Baldwin; another member shall reside in one of the follow-

Tallapoosa, Chambers, Lee, Macon, Bullock, Russell, Barbour, Coffee, 
Dale, Henry, Geneva, Houston; another member shall reside in one of 
the following counties and shall be deemed to represent all of these 
counties—Calhoun, St. Clair, Talladega, Cleburne, Clay, Randolph, Coosa, 
Elmore, Autauga and Dallas; another member shall reside in one of the 
following counties and shall be deemed to represent all of these counties— 
Tuscaloosa, Pickens, Bibb, Shelby, Chilton, Perry, Hale, Greene, Sumter 
and Marengo; another member shall reside in one of the following 
counties and shall be deemed to represent all of these counties—Frank- 
lin, Marion, Lamar, Fayette, Winston, Walker, Cullman, Blount, Marshall, 
Etowah, DeKalb, Cherokee; another member shall reside in one of the

The board may from time to time promulgate 
necessary rules and regulations compatible with the provisions of this 
act. Any board member may be removed by the Governor for just cause. 


“The board shall publish all its rules and regulations, together with 
a copy of this act and its amendments, and distribute the same to all 
licensees affected by the same. Amendments and changes in said rules 
and regulations shall likewise be published by the board and distributed 
to the licensees hereunder. The rules and regulations so published and 
distributed must be retained in each shop or school licensed by the 
board and must be available at all times to personnel in each shop or 
school and available to the general public where interest in manifested. 


“No rule or regulation of the board, or amendment or repeal of an 
existing rule or regulation, shall be effective until 20 days after written 
notice thereof shall have been given to each beauty shop Owner and 
cosmetology school licensed under this act, but the failure of any such 
persons to receive the notice shall not invalidate the rule or regulation, 
amendment or repeal, except upon proof that the failure to give the 
notice was a willful violation of this requirement. 


“Section 6. Each board member shall receive twenty-five dollars 
($25) per diem while engaged in the discharge of his or her official 
duties and shall be entitled to necessary expenses incurred therein not 
to exceed the per diem and mileage allowed to other state employees 
for necessary travel involved in the performance of official duties. Such 
per diem and expenses shall be paid from funds derived from the opera- 
tion of this act, and deposited in the state treasury to the use of the 
board, upon requisition signed by the president and treasurer of the 
board, and on warrant of the state comptroller. Any money remaining 
in this fund at the end of each fiscal year shall remain on deposit in the 
state treasury for the use of the Alabama board of cosmetology. The 
board shall meet at such times and places as the members shall agree 
upon.

The board shall 
prescribe rules for its government and have a seal with which to 
authenticate its acts. Members of such board shall not be entitled to the 
per diem and expenses hereinabove provided for more than forty days 
during any calendar year. Members of the board shall be paid $35.00 per 
day for transaction of board business not to exceed fifty days during any 
calendar year and such board members shall also receive travel and 
expenses as other state employees. Such compensation and expenses shall 
be paid from funds derived from the operation of this act, and deposited 
in the state treasury to the use of the board upon requisition signed by 
the president and treasurer of the board and on warrant of the state 
comptroller. Any money remaining in this fund at the end of each fiscal 
year shall remain on deposit in the state treasury for the use of the 
Alabama board of cosmetology. 
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“Section 9. No person shall be admitted to examination or receive 
a license under this act, except as otherwise provided for in this act, 
unless such person shall possess the following qualifications: 


“(a) Cosmetologist—Except as otherwise provided for in this act, 
no person may be licensed as a cosmetologist in any one or combination 
of the practices of cosmetology under this act, unless such person shall 
pay the original licensing fee as hereinafter provided for, and have an 
education equivalent to the completion of ten grades in school and shall 
have served and completed the required time and studies as follows: 


“1. For a complete course of cosmetology, consisting of all or the 
majority of practices thereof in a school of cosmetology, of not less than 
1,200 1,500 hours of continuous training not to exceed more than eight 
(8) hours in any one day; 


“2. Or as an apprentice in a beauty shop for a period of not less than 
three thousand (3,000) hours over a minimum period of one (1) year of 
training not to exceed eight (8) hours in any one day; or, in either event, 


“3. Shall have passed an examination to the satisfaction of the 
board as provided in this act. 


“(b) Manicurist.—Except as otherwise provided for in this act, no 
manicurist may be licensed as such unless such person shall pay the 
original licensing fee as hereinafter provided for and shall have com- 
pleted a course of training of not less than three hundred (300) hours in 
a school of cosmetology, or shall have served as an apprentice in a 
beauty shop for a period of not less than three hundred (300) hours of 
continuous training not to exceed more than eight (8) hours in any one 
day, and shall have passed an examination to the satisfaction of the 
board as provided for in this act. 


“(c) Managing Cosmetologist—Except as otherwise provided for 
in this act, no person may be licensed as a managing cosmetologist, unless 
such person shall pay the original licensing fee as hereinafter provided 
for, and shall be a licensed cosmetologist, and has served as such in a 
registered beauty shop or school of cosmetology for a period of not less 
than two years one year prior to such application for a license as man- 
aging cosmetologist. 


“(d) Apprentices.—Apprentices in cosmetology shall be registered 
upon the payment of the original fee as hereinafter provided for, payable 
upon the commencement of the apprenticeship in a duly registered beauty 
shop. Such apprentice shall be at least sixteen (16) years of age at the 
time of such registration and shall have an education equivalent to the 
completion of ten grades in school. Provided, that any beauty shop that 
shall take an apprentice shall immediately file with the board the name 
and age of such apprentice, and the board shall cause the same to be 
entered in a register kept for that purpose, provided said apprentice shall 
at no time be concurrently enrolled in a school of cosmetology except for 
6 hours of theory training per week. 


“(e) Students.—Students in cosmetology shall be registered by the 
board upon enrollment in a registered school of cosmetology, and upon 
certification by such school of such enrollment. A student shall be at 
least sixteen (16) years of age at the time of such registration and shall 
have an education equivalent to the completion of ten grades in school. 
Provided, that any school of cosmetology that shall enroll such a student 
shall immediately file with the board the name and age of such student, 
and the board shall cause the same to be entered in a register kept for 
that purpose. Students in beauty schools are allowed to work in beauty 
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salons after completion of seventy percent of the total hours required in 
beauty school only when school is not in session. One student trainee will 
be allowed for the first managing cosmetologist and one additional stu- 
dent for each three additional licensed cosmetologists attached to its 
staff. Such student must be enrolled with the board and receive permit 
to work in beauty salon before beginning work. Fee of $3.00 is required. 


“(f) Instructors—Except as otherwise provided in this act, no 
person may be licensed as an instructor in any one or combination of the 
practices of cosmetology unless such person shall pay the original 
licensing fee as hereinafter provided for, and shall hold a license .as a 
cosmetologist issued to him pursuant to paragraph (a) in this section 
hereinabove, and in addition, 


“1, Shall have completed not less than 1,250 hours in a teacher’s 
training course in cosmetology in a registered school of cosmetology, 
to be eligible for admission to examination; or 


“2. Shall have not less than one (1) year of experience as an active 
practicing cosmetologist prior to enrollment as a student instructor and 
supplemented by not less than 650 hours in a teacher’s training course in 
cosmetology in a registered school of cosmetology, in order to be eligible 
for admission for examination. 


“No instructor or student instructor shall be permitted to practice 
cosmetology on the public other than such practical work as shall pertain 
directly to the teaching of practical subjects to students. 


“3. Shall have an education equivalent to the completion of twelve 
grades in school] in order to enroll in a course for teacher’s training in any 
registered school of cosmetology. a 


“Any person duly licensed to practice in any field related to cos- 
metology may apply to the board for a permit to teach theory in the 
field in which he is licensed to practice, and upon proper proof of 
qualifications, said board may issue such teacher’s permit to the applicant. 


“(g) Student Instructors.—Student instructors in cosmetology shall 
be registered by the board upon enrollment in a registered school of 
cosmetology, and upon certification by such school to the board of such 
enrollment. A student instructor at the time of such enrollment shall hold 
a license as a cosmetologist. Upon the completion of the course pre- 
scribed by this act for a student instructor, said student instructor may 
make application on a form provided by the board and pay the examina- 
tion fee as hereinafter provided for. Said board shall thereupon cause 
such applicant to be examined for an instructor’s certificate, said exami- 
nation to be given by the board. Upon such applicant’s successfully 
passing said examination and the payment of the original licensing fee 
of an instructor as hereinafter provided for said board shall issue and 
give an instructor’s certificate. Provided that any school of cosmetology 
that shall enroll any person as a student instructor shall immediately 
file with the board the name and age of such student, his qualifications 
qualifying him for such course as herein provided and the board shall 
cause the same to be entered in a register kept for that purpose. 


“The sufficiency of the qualifications of applicants for admission to 
the examinations or for licensing as herein provided for shall be de- 
mined by the board, subject to such provisions as the board shall 
make. 


“Section 11, No school of cosmetology shall be granted a certificate 
of registration unless it shall employ and maintain a sufficient number 
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of competent instructors, at least one for every twenty students in at- 
tendance at any one time; shall possess apparatus and equipment suf- 
ficient for the proper and full teaching of all subjects of its curriculum; 
shall keep a daily record of the attendance of each student; maintain 
regular class and instruction hours, establish grades, and hold examina- 
tions before issuance of diplomas; and shall require a school term of 
training for a complete course comprising all or the majority of the 
practices of cosmetology as provided in Section 9(a) of this act, together 
with the minimum number of hours therein prescribed; and shall include 
practical demonstrations and theoretical studies and study in sanitation, 
sterilization, other safety measures, and the use of antiseptics, cosmetics 
and electrical applicances, consistent with the practical and theoretical 
requirements as applicable to cosmetology or any practice thereof, as 
provided in this act. Any such school that shall enroll student instructors, 
shall not have at any one time more than one two student instructor in- 
structors for each licensed instructor actively engaged in such school. 


“Section 12. Every person who desires to engage in any of the 
practices designated to be within the meaning of this act shall file with 
the secretary of said board a written application for a certificate to 
practice or for an examination and license to practice, as the case may be, 
and as provided in this act. Such application shall be accompanied by a 
certificate stating that such applicant has been examined by a physician 
for venereal disease, communicable skin diseases and tuberculosis, and 
that, in the opinion of the examining physician, such person is either 
not infected with any such disease, or if infected with syphilis that it is 
not in a stage of that disease which is communicable. The examination 
on the part of the physician shall include a physical examination, and 
approved laboratory test for syphilis, and x-rays or such other tests 
for tuberculosis as are or shall be approved by the state board of health. 
The physician’s certificate shall be accompanied by a statement from the 
person in charge of the laboratory making the required tests, or from 
some other person authorized to make such reports. A special form shall 
be used to show the result of the tests and shall be transmitted to the 
physician by the laboratory. The certificate of the examining physician 
and the statement of the person authorized to make reports for the 
laboratory shall be on a form approved, provided, and distributed by the 
Alabama state board of health or any similar form which may be used 
by any physician or laboratory authorized by the state board of health 
to perform such examinations and poets & tests. The laboratory tests 
required by this section shall be performed by approved methods either 
in a laboratory of the Alabama state board of health, a laboratory op- 
erated or approved by the board of health or similar departments of 
another state within which such laboratory is situated or a laboratory 
operated or approved by an agency of the Federal government. Such 
laboratory tests must be made within thirty days prior to the filing of the 
application for a certificate to practice or for an examination for a 
license to practice. Physical examinations hereinabove required may be 
made by physicians duly licensed to practice medicine in Alabama or 
in the state in which they reside. Upon the request of each applicant for a 
certificate to practice or for an examination and license to practice, as 
the case may be, the health officer of any county of this state shall make 
the necessary examinations and issue such certificate, if the same can be 
properly issued, without charge to the applicant. 


“Such applicant shall, under oath, submit photographs, satisfactory 
proof of the required age, educational qualifications, and of his good 
moral character. He shall also deposit the required fee hereinafter pro- 
vided for. Every person who desires to engage in any of the practices 
designated to be within the meaning of this act shall file with the secre- 
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tary of said board a written application for a certificate to practice or 
for an examination and license to practice, as the case may be, and as 
provided in this act. Such application shall be accompanied by a certifi- 
cate of health giving the dates and results of a chest x-ray or skin test 
and a standard test for syphilis. Such tests must be made within 45 days 
prior to filing of the application for a certificate to practice or for an 
examination for a license to practice. 


“Section 14. The examination of applicants for a license to practice 
a classified profession as designated under this act shall be conducted 
under rules prescribed by the said board and shail include both practical 
demonstrations written and oral tests in reference to the practices for 
which a license is applied and such related studies on subjects as the 
board may determine necessary for the proper and efficient performance 
of such practices; and shall not be confined to any specific system or 
method, and such examinations shall be consistent with a prescribed 
curriculum for a beauty school or schools of cosmetology and the practical 
ae oe requirements for the practice of cosmetology as provided 

y this act. 


“Temporary permits will be extended until the next state board 
examination for persons failing the state board examination for the first 
time.

limitations on such condemnation; regulating the underground storage 
of natural gas and providing for protection of the ownership of stored 
gas. 


Be Ie Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions. As used in this act, unless the context re- 
quires a different meaning; (a) “underground storage” shall mean storage 
in a subsurface stratum or formation of the earth; (b) “natural gas” shall 
mean gas either while in its original state or after the same has been 
processed and shall include ethane, propane, butanes, pentanes, hexanes, 
ethylenes, propylenes, butylenes or any mixture of the same; (c) “native 
gas” shall mean gas which has not been previously withdrawn from the 
earth; (d) “natural gas public utility” shall mean any person, firm, or 
corporation authorized to do business in this state and engaged in the 
business of producing, transporting or distributing natural gas by means 
of pipe lines into, within or through this state for ultimate public con- 
sumption, having the ability to finance to completion the proposed 
project and having the right of condemnation under the laws of Ala- 
bama; (e) “Board” shall mean the Alabama State Oil and Gas Board. 


Section 2. Public interest and welfare—Authority of Board. The 
underground storage of natural gas which promotes conservation thereof, 
which permits the building of reserves for orderly withdrawal in periods 
of peak demand, which makes more readily available and economical 
our natural gas resources to the domestic, commercial and industrial 
consumers of this state, and which provides a better year-round market 
ee pe vans gas fields, promotes the public interest and welfare of 

is state. 


Therefore in the manner hereinafter provided the board may find 
and determine that the underground storage of natural gas as hereinbe- 
fore defined is in the public interest. 
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Section 3. Condemnation of subsurface stratum or formation—Op- 
eration of storage facilities—Limitation. Any natural gas public utility 
may condemn for its use for the underground storage of natural gas any 
subsurface stratum or formation in any land which the board shall have 
found to be suitable and in the public interest for the underground 
storage of natural gas, and in connection therewith may condemn such 
other interest in property as may be required adequately to examine, 
prepare, maintain and operate such underground natural gas storage fa- 
cilities; provided, however, that the right of condemnation of under- 
poe sands, formations and strata, granted hereby shall be limited as 
ollows: 


(a) If the board affirmatively finds, based upon substantial evi- 
dence, that any sand, formation, or stratum is producing or is capable of 
producing oil in paying quantities, through any known recovery method, 
then such sand, formation, or stratum shall not be subject to appropria- 
tion hereunder; . 


(b) No gas bearing sand, formation, or stratum shall be subject to 
appropriation hereunder, unless such sand, formation or stratum has a 
greater value or utility as a gas storage reservoir for the purpose of 
insuring an adequate supply of natural gas for any particular class or 
group of consumers of natural gas, or for the conservation of natural gas, 
than for the production of relatively small volumes of natural gas which 
remains therein, provided no gas sand, formation or stratum shall be 
condemned under the terms of this act when the gas therein is heing 
used for the secondary recovery of oil, unless gas in necessary and re- 
quired amount is furnished to the operator or operators of the secondary 
recovery operations for as long as oil is produced in paying quantities in 
the secondary operations for the recovery of oil] at the same cost as that 
at which gas was being produced at the time of condemnation by the 
operator of the secondary recovery project or projects. 


(c) Only such area of such underground sand, formation or stratum 
as may reasonably be expected to be penetrated by gas displaced or in- 
jected into such underground gas storage reservoir may be appropriated 
hereunder. 


(d) No rights or interests in existing underground gas reservoirs, 
being used for the injection, storage and withdrawal of natural gas, owned 
or operated by others than the condemner, shall be subject to appropria- 
tion hereunder. 


(e) The proposed storage will not endanger lives or property. 


(f) The proposed condemnation will not take nor materially inter- 
fere with the then existing or future supply of salt to any industry using 
it as a raw material in the operation of such industry’s manufacturing 
facilities or any enlargement thereof. 


(g) Such taking would not interfere with any storage, mining, 
brining, drilling, manufacturing, or other operation which is presently 
existing or which will be conducted in the foreseeable future by the 
owner. “Owner” shall mean the owner of any interest involved whether 
such ownership be of a fee or a leasehold interest. 


(h) The property taken may be used only for the purpose stated 
in the taking and upon the abandonment of such use of the property, 
then all of the condemned rights shall revert to the persons from whom 
said rights were acquired hereunder, their successors, personal repre- 
sentatives, or assigns. 
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(i) A majority interest of all rights of the surface interest and a 
majority interest of all interests in the underground stratum or forma- 
tion have consented to such use in writing. 


(j) The right of condemnation hereby granted shall not include 
the right to condemn coal lands, other mineral rights or interests therein, 


The right of condemnation hereby granted shall be without prejudice 
to the rights of the owner of said lands or of other rights or interests 
therein to drill or bore through the underground stratum or formation 
so appropriated in in such manner as shall comply with orders, rules 
and regulations of the board issued for the purpose of protecting under- 
ground storage strata or formations against pollution and against the 
escape of natural gas therefrom and shall be without prejudice to the 
rights of the owner of said lands or other rights or interests therein as to 
all other uses thereof. 


Section 4. Certificate of Board. Any natural gas public utility de- 
siring to exercise the right of eminent domain hereunder as to any sand, 
formation, or stratum for use for underground storage of natural gas 
shall, as a condition precedent to the filing of its petition of condemnation 
in the Probate Court, first obtain from the Board a certificate setting out 
the approval of said Board for the proposed underground storage and 
setting out the findings of the Board (a) that the sand, stratum or for- 
mation sought to be acquired is suitable in its natural state for the 
underground storage of natural gas and that its use for such purposes is 
in the public interest; (b) that the amount of recoverable oil and native 
gas, if any, remaining therein is not in commercial quantities; (c) that 
the proposed condemnation is not in violation of the limitations con- 
tained in Section 3 above; (d) that the applicant has the financial ability 
to accomplish the purposes of the condemnation, namely, the storage of 
natural gas at the location to be condemned and that proof of such fi- 
nancial ability to accomplish the project has been furnished to the Board 
and the Board has found that the applicant does have such financial 
ability; (e) that the applicant has the ability to complete the project 
within a reasonable time; (f) that the applicant is seeking to condemn 
only so much property and property rights as are actually needed to 
complete the project and that all property acquired by the proposed 
condemnation will, in fact, be used in the project; (g) that the proposed 
storage will not endanger lives or property; (h) that the proposed con- 
demnation will not take nor materially interfere with the then existing or 
future supply of salt to any industry using it as a raw material in the 
operation of such industry’s manufacturing facilities or any enlargement 
thereof; (i) that such taking would not interfere with any storage, mining, 
brining, drilling, manufacturing, or other operation which is presently 
existing or which will be conducted in the foreseeable future by the 
owner; (j) that the property taken may be used only for the purpose 
stated in the taking and upon the abandonment of such use of the 
property, then all of the condemned rights shall revert to the persons 
from said rights were acquired hereunder, their successors, personal 
representatives, or assigns; (k) that a majority interest of all rights of 
the surface interest and a majority interest of all interests in the under- 
ground stratum or formation have consented to such use in writing; 
provided that the Board shall issue no such certificate until after public 
hearing is had on application, pursuant to notice served on each owner 
of any interest sought to be condemned in compliance with notice in civil 
actions in the Probate Court, that each property owner whose land is to 
be condemned has been given notice in writing via certified mail, return 
receipt requested of the application to the Oil and Gas Board, and that 
notice has been published at least once each week for three successive 
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weeks in some newspaper of general circulation in the County or Counties 
where the gas is proposed to be stored, the first publication to be at least 
20 days prior to the date of the hearing. 


Section 5. Petition to Probate Court—Examination and determina- 
tion—Subsequent proceedings, Any natural gas public utility having first 
obtained a certificate from the Board as hereinbefore provided, desiring 
to exercise the right of eminent domain for the purpose of acquiring 
property for the underground storage of natural gas shall do so in the 
manner hereinafter provided. Such natural gas public utility shall present 
to the Probate Court of the County wherein the land is situated, or to 
the judge thereof, a petition setting forth the purpose for which the said 
property is sought to be acquired a description of the property sought to 
be appropriated and the names of the owners thereof as shown by the 
records of such County. The petitioner shall file the certificate of the 
Board as a part of its petition and no order by the Court granting such 
petition shall be entered without such certificate being filed therewith. 
The Court or the judge thereof shall examine said petition and determine 
whether said property is necessary for the underground storage of natural 
gas as contemplated by this act, and if found in the affirmative, such 
finding shall be entered of record and subsequent proceedings shall 
follow the procedure provided for the condemnation of lands and rights 
of way or easements for public use in Code of Alabama 1940, Title 19, 
Chapter 1, as amended. 


The Board shall issue such orders, rules and regulations as may be

Section 6. Ownership of gas. All natural gas which has been re- 
duced to possession, and which is subsequently injected into under- 
ground storage fields, sands, reservoirs and facilities, shall at all times 
be deemed the property of the injector, his heirs, successors, or assigns; 
and in no event shall such gas be subject to the right of the owner of 
the surface of said lands or of any mineral interest therein, under which 
said gas storage fields, sands, reservoirs, and facilities lie or of any person 
other than the injector, his heirs, successors and assigns, to produce, take, 
reduce to possession, waste, or otherwise interfere with or exercise any 
control thereover, provided the injector, his heirs, successors, and assigns, 
shall have no right to gas in any stratum, or portion thereof, which has 
Ak poen condemned under the provision of this act or otherwise pur- 
chased. 


Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains.
